Thomas Harris became associated. Every year since 1883, regular

In 1896, the College waa endowed by 
the Legislature, from which It haa received at various times, the ag- 
gregate sum of $30,000. It haa a choice library of 9000 volumes, with 
a very extensive chemical and philosophical apparatus, and one of 
the beat masaaina of anatomy in the United Statea. For the latter. 
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tbe inftitutiun is mainly Indebted to Dr. Mnnejr, who, on beinf ap- 
pointed to tlie chair of Surgery two years ago, transferred hie splendid 
eollecUon from Dartmouth College, New Hampshire, to its present 
•ituation. Not only is it rich in preparation of the vascular, nervous, 
and osseous systems, but it embraces a large number of specimens 
in morbid and comparative anatomv, and the nest collectioa, probably, 
of diseased bones anywhere to be found in the country.

It dee* 
not fall yithin my pkn to notice its history further than to state, that 
in i791| a union was effected between tlie Colleffe of Philadelphia and 
the University of Pennsvlvania, (both of which had estabHshed medi- 
cal focultios) and the senool was thereafter, and until the present time, 
is continued under its present title.

MEDICAL SOCIETIES OF MAINE. 

M«Am Mtdtad Sodety, An act <^ ineorporation wat patMd bf 
the Lefiilature March 8thf 1891, and the flrat annual meeting holden 
atBrnMwicki Sept. 4thf followinf. The fint Pretident» under the 
ehartertDr. L. Carey* iraa euooeeded in 1834 by Dr. B. D. Bartlett. 
Beside the usual number of executive offioerst there is a board of 7 cen- 
•orSf and a council of members. By law* the annual meeting must be 
lield at Brunswick on the day preeedinf the commenoeaMnt of Bow- 
doin Collere. A semi-annual meetinf is holden at Augusta on Wed- 
nesday succeeding the meeting of the Leg islature. 

The 5th and 6th sections make it incumbent on the Society to "pre- 
tcribesuekwteduidnutnutUm or edueaUon at they shaajudg$r€^fiMiU/or 
candidates for the practice of phytic and turgery,pmUm* to their ezami- 
natioiLP A eommittee of oensorst by an agreement entered into by the 
medical Ausulty of Bowdoin Colleffe and the Society, have an equal Toto 
with the professors, on the question of recommendinr candidates to 
the College boards for the degree of M. M. Section 3d of the Constitu- 
tion prescribes the followior requisitions for membership. ** It ehall be 
neeeeeary that they have a diploma/rom eome wmeraity or ehall be reepect- 
able m praettce, JVb pereone ehaU be admitted membere ^ (Au weieey lejke 
aloiZ furt Aoee &M» in the practice nf phyeie at leaet three yean preoUme to 
being voted /or,^ 

Three, at least, of the censors, by a law of the State are required to 
oonTene at Brunswick on the Tuesd. precedinr the 1st Wed. in Sept. 
•veqr year, and at such other places as the Society may direct. The 
diploma, as a specimen of enfravinf is very beautiful. The device is 
founded on aaeenein Virfil, where ^neas is wounded, and lapis, the 
physician, endeavors to extract the arrow. 

In 1834 a laudable spirit of enterprise was maniftsted by a number 
of the leadinf members, who attempted the publication of a periodi- 
cal, ' niy one number of which ever appeared — called the ** Journal of 
the Medi al Sodety qf Maiiu^ Since that period, the meetinys have 
been merely nominaL As the labour of the active members was not 
appreciated, they have rradjially withdrawn and left the Society to its 
fater— which will ultimately fkll into disrepute if some speedy raeas- 
nies are not devised for its resuscitation: — a proposition has already 
been made from some source, " to revtset a dieaohttion togetridofthe <m- 
nufli tax,^ Oriiinally tliere were about 80 members who were princi- 
pally Fellows «f the Massachoseits Med. Society, before Maine became 
an independent State. In the last printed cataloffue, 1894, there were 
154 names. La rye aoeessions ho wemr, have probably been made since.

TermoiU Suae Medical Soeiety, A Sute Society with tubordinate 
eonnt J branchee* waa orianiaed about twentjrfiTe jean ago. but ne 
meetinr of the Society is recollected to have been held for ten years. 
One or two of the county locietieSf saya a correspondent residing in a 
flourishing part of the State. ** Maintain a feeble existence." That ia 
the county of Windsor appears to be the only one which is particular- 
ly active. In eonseqnrace of this neglected condition of the interests 
of the Society, no catalogue of ofBoers could be procured. At the 
next session (MT the Legislature, an effort will be made to reorganise the 
institution. 

The whole number of practising physicians in Windsor county, ia 
■upposed to be between seventy and eighty. Notice was given of a 
meeting on the lJ2th of June, last, of the county Society. Dr. Cobb 
Springfield.

BIEDICAL SOCIETIES OP NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

The parent society was incorporated 1791, and although the plan 
adopted for holding its meetings alternately in several places, on ac- 
count <Mr the bad oondition of roads and the distance over which the 
uMmbers muatltraveU was ultimately abandoned, a compensation waa 
found in the organisation of subordinate district societies, of which 
there are now six. vis. Rockingham. Strafford. Centre, Western* 
Southern, mmI Orafton. Annual meetings are beM at Cocoord* on the 
1st Tueed. in June, when the officers are elected. 

Ate JOm^ehire Mediedl aodety. Was chartered by the Legis. 
latnre of the State in Pebrvary, 1791. Pirst meeting at Exeter oo the 
4th of May following; at which Josiah Bartlett, M. D. Cthen Govern- 
or of the State) was chosen President ; Joshua Bracket, Vice President, 
and William Parker, Jr. Recerims Soarotan/, At its annual meeting at 
Dover in Jnne478Sl.a system of By-laws and Regulations was ad(q»ted, 
which have from time to time been amended, as circumstances have 
arisen. By the original eharter the Society was allowed 70 Fellows* 
which number, by act of the Legislature, was in 1816 increased to SOO. 
By the present codeof By-laws the Society holds its annual meeting ia 
Concord on the 1st Tuesday of June. There is a respeouble Library 
belonging to the Soeiety whiebis gradually enlarging. It wascomr 
meneed about 1799 by the liberality of Dr. J. Brackett, who gave as a 
donation all his medical books, consisting of about 190 volumes. The 
Polioe of the Soeiety is ahnost precisely similar to that of the Mass. 
Med. Soeiety. 

There are six District Aled. Societies, auxiliary to the State Society^ 
by whaoh they were chartered, and to which they make annual reports. 
These District Societies now hold among them the books betonging to 
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tk* Sk&tA Mad. Soeiety'i Library, whieh were diiUilmtad to ihnn Mao 
jreari ainoe.

Southern District Med. Society. This was instituted by an act of the 
State Society in 1816, to consist of the fellows of the N. H. Med. Soc 
residing in the sonthern part of Hillsboro' county, and such adjacent 
parts of Rockingham and Cheshire counties, ** as vtU most convene the 
members of the DistrieL*^ Each District Society has authority to ad- 
mit associates. When the southern was established, irregular practi- 
tioners were numerous and somewhat influential in that section of the 
State, and for several years opposed the Society and exerted an influ- 
ence unfkvorable to the improvement of the profession. Such indeed 
was the efibot of that influence, that the interest of the young praeti- 
tioner was prejudiced by a connexion with the Society ; but the in* 
creasing intelligence of the people says Dr. Fitch, of New Boston^ to 
whom we are indebted for these few historical memoranda, having ren- 
dered edoeated physicians more acceptable, a membership is no longer 
injurious, and those now going into praetioe, within its limits, general- 
If join the association. There are two stated meetings >-On the 9d 
Toesd. in June, and the 9d Tuesd. in Jan. Freed, Jh. J. Bumbam; F. 
Freed, Dr. Z. Colbnm ; Sac Dr. F. P. Fitch ; TVeos. Dr. M. Eldridge ;

JV*. JZ Aay^wm for tte huoms* Incorporated June, 1838. The State ap- 
propriated about tn/XW on condition that $15,000 were raised by pri- 
vate contribution. The requbite sum has been raised, and a commiU 
tee appointed to locate the institution. There are IS Trustees of the 
Asylum, of whom 4 are appointed by the State, and 8 by the Corpora- 
tion. Amos Twitchell M. D. is President of the Corporation, and Dizi 
Crosby, M. D. Secretary. The inunediate management of the eonoerna 
of the institution is vested in the Board of Trustees, who appoint the 
oflloers of the Asylum. CoL John H. Steele is President of the Board 
of Trustees, and Dixi Crosby, M. D. Secretary. To the praiseworthy 
and unwearied exertions of Gen. C. H. Peaslee, Charles I. Fox, Esq. 
Luther V. Bell, M. D. and Samuel E. Cones, Esq. are the public mainly 
indebted for the establishment of this institution. 

Infirmary fer the trtatmont ef Berma, at Comeerd, Dr. Cbadboume of 
this plaoe is attending somewhat oztenaively to the treatneat of Her-

nia. He has been eonoerned for more than twenty yean in the naan- 
faetnre and sale of TrnMOi , bat has only within the laet two yean 
undertaken the tcientiflc treatment of the dieeaee. C«HTeet prineiplee 
derived from a better knowle^se of the anatomy and pathology of the 
diiease, he thinke are now eetabliebed on whieh to baee a raeoeMAil 
treatment. Patients resort to bim from Vermont and Mainot as wdll 
as the remote parts of this State. Niunber of applicants the year 
past about one hundred. 

InstnteUon m Anatomy tmd Sttrgery. Dr. T. Haynes of Gooeord hat 
rooms fitted up for dlsseotinf » at which two eoarses of demonstratiocs^ 
are giyen annuaUy. He has a mnseDmy which already eontains many 
▼ainable preparations, both wet and dry. Bnbjeets for dissection are 
furnished the students, together with books, room rent, Aiel and liyhtSt 
at $15 per term, or #50 per year. It is believed that fow situations in 
New England grve the stodent a better opportunity of obtaininf a 
thorough knowledge of anatomy. Rooms fint opened in March 1896. 

Amnuil aoerage qf death* in Jt. Hy something above 3000, per eentairei 
l;81.

MEDICAL SOCIETIES OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

Ma»9<u^M»tULi Medieai Society. The Mass. Medical Society was 
chartered Nov. 1, 1781, and Edward A. Holyoke, Esq. authorized to 
call the first meeting. An additional act passed Feb. 10. 1789, declares 
that it shall be the duty of the Society **to point out such medical in- 
struction or education, as they shall judge requisite for candidates for 
the practice of physic and surgery, previous to their enmination be- 
fore them.*' March 8, 1803, was another additional act, defining more 
particularly the duties of the CounselTon, the mode of examinatiout 
dtc. March 19, 1831, another act was passed, additional to the formerf 
relating principally to the financial affkin of the institution. Anoval 
meeting in Boston the last Wed. in May. Counsellon meet the day 
following the annual meeting, at 10 A. M. and elect fVom their own 
body a President, Vice Presd. Cor. Sec. Record. See. Trees, and Libra- 
rian, by ballot. They also elect in the same manner fVom the lellowst 
the censors of the several medical districts of the State. The Sid 
meeting of the Counsellors is on the 1st Wed. in Oct. and the 1st Wed. 
in Feb. The Censors meet in Boston for the examination of candidates 
on Thurad. preceding the ann. meeting ; and the 1st Weds, in Jan. and 
July. At Worcester, on Wed. following the 3d Mond. in June. At 
Northampton, on the Wed. following the 3d Tuesd. in Sept. At Pitts- 
field on the day previous to the commencement of the Berkshire Med.

There is no President, but a Secretery, Dr. Roby, and two Cura- 
tors, Drs. Putnam and J. B. S. Jackson. The cabinet is becoming ex- 
ceedingly valuable— containing about 600 specimens, catalogued.

Incorporated, Feb. 18I3t with power 
to examine all oandidatee for the practice of physic and rargery, who 
offer thenuelvest and to lioM estate, the income of which shall not ex* 
eeed #500 per ann. Annual meetinfi are held alternately, at Newport 
and Providence, the last Wed. in June; ten feliowe constitutinf a quo* 
ram. The oiScen are chosen triennially t and are inelifible to the 
same offices for the next ensninir three years. Fee for a license firom 
the censors #10. It is the doty of the censors, once in three years, to 
specify such authors as they shall judge proper to study, to qualify 
them for an examination before their board. 

The late lift. Caleb Fiske, a former president of the society, bequeath- 
ed the sum of #3000, the interest of which is appropriated in premiums 
for imze questions, given out by the trttstees,twoof which,of #50 each, 
are offered every year. 

No system of medical police is more unexceptionable than that of 
this society.

MEDICAL SOCIETIES OF CONNECTICUT. 
CormeeUeut Medical Society. The Connecticut Medical Society 
was chartered by the General Assembly of the State in 1791, and the 
first Convention of the society was held at Middtetown, in Oct 1799; 
when Leveret Hubbard was chosen President; ^ness Munson, Vice- 
president : John Osborn, Treasurer ; and Jared Potter, Secretary. Since 
that time there has been an annual session of the Convention, which, 
according to the present arrangement is held on the second Wednesday 
of May, alternately at Hartford and New Haven. The Convention, the 
legal title of which is '* the President and Fellows of the Connecticut 
Medical Society,'* is composed of five Fellows fVom each of the six larg- 
er counties in the State, and three fVom each of the counties of Middle- 
sex and Tolland, with the President, Vice-President, Treasurer and 
Secretary, who, by virtue of their office are Fellows of the society, for 
the time being; the Convention thus being composed ordinarily of forty 
members. 

The members ofthe society meet annually in their respective coun- 
ties, on some day between the first of January and the first of May, and 
after organizing with the appointment of a chairman and clerk, elect 
the Fellows for the ensuing year. In some ofthe counties there is also 
a semi-annual meeting held by adjournment, in the autumn. The coun- 
ty meetings, by the act of incorporation, have power to ** adopt such 
regulations for their own government, and for the promotion of medical 
science, as they may think proper, not repugnant to the by-laws of the 
•oeiety.*' 

The FresidoKt *nd PeUom ** have power to make by-laws for tbe ror- 
ilation and govemmftnt ofthe society, and for the pranoUon ofthe ob- 
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jeeta of the i&mei not repagnant to the lawi of the United Stataai or of 
this State ; to expel any member of the locietj for misoondact ; to ad- 
mit honorary memben ; to make rulee for the admiMton (MTmemben of 
the Bociety, and for their diiminion f^om the eame ; to lay a tax upon 
the memben of the loeiety not exoeeding two dollars in eaehyear»to 
be collected by the clerki of the reepectiTO county meetingtt &nd to be 
paid orer to the Treaanrer of the eociety ; to dispoae of the monies thm 
raiiedi and all other property of the eocietyt in such manner as they 
may think proper, to promote the objecta and intereati of the society.*' 
No physician or sargeon« who shall commence practice within the 
State, * shall be entitled by law to recover any debt or fees for sneh 
practice, anless he shall have been duly licensed by some medical so- 
ciety or Colleffe of Physicians ; and all persons licensed to practice phy- 
sic and surgery, and practising within this State shall of course be 
members o< the Medical Society.*' The sessions of the Convention are 
usually continued two days ; and agreeably to the by-laws, each mem- 
ber receives ** two dollars fat bis attendance in the Convention, and 
twelve and a half cents for each mile's travel from the place of his resi- 
dence to the place of the Convention,** tlie design being just to pay the 
necessary expenses of attendance. The power to dismiss and expel 
members of the society belongs only to the President and Fellows ; but 
by the by-laws power is delegated to the county meetings "to dismiss 
from the society such persons as may have retired from the practice of 
the profession.** Members over sixty years of age, are by the by-law^ 
exempt from taxation. A large proportion of the members regularly 
attend the county meetings ; and of the forty members of the Conven- 
tion of the President and Fellows, rarely more than two or three are 
absent from the Convention. The proceedings of the President and 
Fellows are published annually, with a list of the Fellows and of the 
members of the society. The number of members in May 1839, was 
358, of wbom 325 are taxable, and 33 are by ass exempt f^om taxation. 

The ** act to incorporate the Connecticut Medical Society,'* at the re- 
quest of the society, has at different times received from the legislature 
some modifications ; but its features have continued to be essentially 
the same as at the first organization of the society. 

The Medical Institution of Yale College, which was established in 
1610, and the Connecticut Retreat for the Insane, which was incorpor- 
ated in 1829, both originated in measures of the Medical Society, and 
continue to sustain important relations to it.

Qnuuctieut Retreat for the Insamtt (located in Hartford.) The Con- 
necticut Retreat Society was incorporated by the leffislature, in Mayt 
1822. under the name and style of " The President and Directors 
of the Retreat for the Insaoe." The Retreat was liberally endowed bf 
the lefcislature, by private subscriptions, and by a donation of #600 from 
the Connecticut Medical Society. 

The principal range of buildings consists of a centre of three ttoriee 
and a basement, 50 feet square ; two wings of two stories and basement, 
each 68 feet long; and two pavilions, at the ends of the wings* of thre« 
stories and basement, each 40 by "30 feet, containing in all 111 roonu. 
There are also two detached buildings for noiay patients, about 50 bjr 
40 feet each, a house for the physician, and a workshop, washhonae, &c. 
The whole cost of the buildings has been about #27,000. There are 17 
acres of land attached to the institution, surrounded by a hawthorn 
hedge, and ornamented with trees, shrubbery, and gravel walks. The 
Ainds of the Retreat are at present $dOfiOO, 

The members of the Retreat Society meet annually for the choice of 
Directors, who appoint the officers of the Retreat, and make regulationa 
for its management. The physician, in case of vacancy, is appointed 
by the Directors, fVom a nomination previously made by a standinr 
committee of the Connecticut Medical Society. This committee, for 
the year 183M0, consisu of Drs. Eli Ives, Geo. Sumner, £. B. Down- 
ing, S. W. Gold, and A. Brigham. 

Eli Todd, M. D., was appointed physician of the Retreat in 1833, and 
the institution was opened for patients in April, 1834. Dr. Todd died 
Nov. 19, 1833 : and Silas Fuller, M. D., was appointed his suooessor in 
July, 1834.

The present number of patients is 96 ; the whole number since the 
opening of the Retreat 954. No patient is admitted for a shorter tenn 
than three months, for which payment is made in advance. 

CoKneetiaU HaspiUd, (located in New Haven.) The General Hospital 
Society of Connecticut was chartered by the legislature in May, 1836. 
The institution has received fVom the legislature #10.000, and about an 
equal amount from private subscriptions and donations. The hospital 
is a neat Grecian edifice, 118 feet long, by 50 feet wide, of two stories* 
with a high basement, and containing 37 rooms. It is pleasantly lo- 
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eated on elevated gronnd, about half a mile fVom the Medical CoIIeret 
and ha* attached about 6 acres of land, ornamented with trees and 
•hrobbery. The Hospital was opened for patients in October, 1839. 
Patients in tlie hospital are subject to no charge except for boardi 
which is ordinarily #3 per week; bat the limited funds of the institu- 
tion bare thus far allowed the admission of but few charity patients. 
By contract with the United States, the sick seamen of the port are ac- 
commodated in the hospital. The attendiny physicians and surgeona 
receive no compensation for their services. 

The members of the Hospital Society meet annually in May, for the 
choice of Directors, by whom the officers are appointed.

eonrse, chairman. The meetings are held every fortnight, at the house 
of one of the members. The statement of eases, the discussion of med- 
ical subjects, and the occasional reading of dissertations, constitute 
the principal business of the meetings. Owing chiefly to the inflnenee 
of this Association, there prevails among the physicians of New Hav^ 
en a degree of forbearancsb harmony, and good-will, which is, perhaps, 
not excelled in any other place. The present number of members is 
about twenty. 

JXqiAiM Mescal Aeeoeiatian. The Hopkins Me£c»l Association 
originated with a few physicians of the town of Hartford and itM im- 
mediate vicinity. The Association now comprises a large pro|)ortion 
of the physicians of Hartford Couotr, and some individuals of adjacent 
counties, to whom membership has been extended.

MEDICAL SOCIETIES OF THE STATE OF NEW YORK,? 

A1n0 York State Medieal Soetetg. Incorporated April 4th, 
180& Anniversary meeting held at Albany, the 1st Tuesday in Feb. 
There are as many subordinate societies as counties in the State. Each 
has its Pres. Vice-Pres. Trees. Librarian, and Board of Censors, autho- 
rized to grant licences. From these and the medical school^ delegates 
are annually chosen, who, when assembled, constitute the Med. Socie- 
ty of the State. They hold their offices four years. Two permanent 
members are elected yearly, who hold their places for 4ife<~but not unless 
the individuals have previously been delegates and nominated at a pre- 
vious annual meeting. Only two honorary numbers can be elected an- 
nnally— and then by virtue of thmr present or previous offices, having 
been propoun<led one yawi Fifteen members constitute .a board for 
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the transaction of basinets. At the termination of each yeari the pre- 
sident is bound to deliver a dissertation, in default of which he forfeita 
#95. Censors are elected in the Senatorial District : a certain number 
of counties are recogrnized in each. 

[The first Classification of Counties was made pursuant to the stat- 
ute of 1806t at the session of the societjr in 1807— The additional coun- 
ties subsequently erected« were classified by virtue of powers riven by 
the same statute» at the sessions of the society held in 1813 and 1836. 
In case of the erection of any new county* the secretary is directed to 
add the same» so as to keep the present number as nearly equal as 
possible. As a new county, that of Fulton, has been erected,and anoth- 
er medical collefe has by law become entitled to send a delegate* the 
classification is here reprinted.]

Stated MeeUnge.-^At each atated meeting, the minutoa of the laat 
meeting shall be read, candidates for license shall be examined, if any 
be recommended by the Com. Min. and the admission of members ahall 
take place. At the stated meetinga in Jan. and May, papera on Mod. 
acience and practice shall be read, and Med. questions discussed, and 
such readings shall take precedence at such meetings of all other buai- 
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ESctroordtiuiry Meetmgt,— At extraord. meetingi no other busineMi 
except such ai shall hare been specified in the reqaisitiont and in the 
published call for the meetiny, shall be transacted. 

Pre8ident,^He shall have power to dissolve anf meeting when the 
same shall become disorderly; shall appoint all committeesf unlesa 
otherwise orderedt by special reeolotion; and shall have no vote* except 
on questions where the rotes are equally dtrided. 

Geiuorf.— It shall be their duty to examine candidates for Koenset in 
all the branches usually taught in the incoi;porated Med. ColWpee of 
the U. 8. If qualified they shall be recommended to the Free, of the 
eoeiety for public examination, which shall be held at the regular 
meetings of the Com. Min. on the Wed. preceding each stated meetingi 
notice being given in the newspapers. 

Comitia Minora.— The president and other oflSoers constitute the 
Comitia Minora^ which meet on Che Wed. preceding each anniversary 
and stated meeting. The prasident may call an extraord. meeting of 
the Com. Min. whenever he shall deem it necessary. The president* 
or vloe-president« together with three censors* constitnte a quorum for 
the examination of candidates for lieense— but any 4 members may 
coostitote a quorum for the transaction of other business. The journal 
of the proceedings of the Com. Min. kept by the sec and read at each 
annivers« meetingi together with the names of the attending and absent 
members; and if it shall appear that any member has been absent from 
three meetings in foccesston* without having assigned a satisfac- 
tory reasoui he shaH be ineligible to office for the year ensuing. Ail 
eommuntcationsf memoirsf or essays on medical suhiectst after having 
been read and accepted by the Med. Soc. may be submitted to the Com. 
Mitt, for their subsequent examinatioo» by whom they may be ordered 
to be published. It shall be the duty of the Com. Min. to take oogois- 
anee of breaches of the precepts of medical ethics which shall be laid 
before them, and they may report the result of their proceedings there- 
on to the society if they think proper. 

Permaimmt Oommiiteet.— The following permanent committees ap- 
pointed by the president* at the annivers. meeting* vis: the library 
committee* committee of intelligence, meteorological committee* com- 
mittee on diseases, and the finance committee. 

Ordutary Member*.— It shall be the duty of every member of the 
society to answer before the Com. Min. to complaints made against 
him; and in case of refusal to answer when required, the name of 
such member ehall be reported to the society. No member shall use in 
his practice* or vend any secret remedy or nostrum* the discovery of 
which he claims* or which he has received from others* unless he shall 
communicate the composition of the same to the society* when required 
to do so by a resolution of that body. 

Admisaionii/' Members,— When any physician or surgeon applies for 
admission into this society* the documents and testimonials relative 
to his professional qualifications shall be placed in the hands of the 
■ec who shall lay them before the Com. Min. whose duty it shall be to 
examine the same, and if they approve thereof* they shall grant him a 
certificate of membenhip. No person to be admitted a member of thia 
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society) unlet* hia credentials confer the same privilege! as uniallr 
appertain to the degrees or licenses of this country. Erer j member 
shall sign the by<laws» and designate the state oz country of his birth* 
and the medical rank or station held by him at or previous to his ad- 
mission. No person shall be considered a member of this society uatil 
he has paid! 10. 

Honorary Members.— Any member may propose a candidate at aa 
honorary member ; but the medical rank or station held by him shall 
be furnished in writing by the proposeri at or previous to the time of 
such proposal ; and if satisfactory* the person so proposed shall iM 
balloted for at a subsequent meeting. A majority of votes shall con- 
stitute him an honorary member. Not more than six honorary mem- 
bers shall be annually elected. The Governor and Chancellor of the 
state, and the Mayor of the city of New York* for the time heinr» shall 
be* fflwu^iciof honorary members. 

Every person receiving a diploma of lioenset shall be notified by the 
sec. that he must deposit a copy of the same with the cl'k of the county 
in which he may reside* and that until this be dcme» he is subject to 
penalty as an illegal practitioner. Every person admitted to the prao- 
tice of phy. and surg. by this societyi shall pay to the seo. $5.

An Au to Amend Title 8coenth,Chapter Fourteenth, of the Firtt Part ^ 
Hke Revised Statutes,— No student who han attended one or more eoursea 
of med. lectures, shall be admitted to an examination br any Med. Boe. 
except of the county in which he shall have pursued his medical stndiee 
for four months immediately precedinf bis attendance upon hie last 
eoarse of lectures, or by the censors of the State Med. Soc. No person 
eominf fVom another state or country, shall practice k>hysic or surgery 
in this state, until he shall have been examined and licensed by the 
censors of the State Med. Soc. The med. Faculty of Geneva colleve 
are hereby authorized to appoint a delegate to represent them in the 
State Med. Soc. with all the powers and privileges which delegatee 
from the respective med. colleges of this state possess. 

State Lunatie Asylum. Located at Utica, having a fkrm of 190 acres, 
with an edifice in progress calculated to accommodate 1000 poor insane 
patients belonging to the state.

White. In 7 years, 350 had been admitted up to Jan. 1^. 

Albany Hospital, A charter has been procured the last year, but 
nothing further has been accomplished by its friends. 

Albany Eye and Etar Infirmary. No reports have been received by 
which the success of the infirmary can be ascertained. 
Medieal Institutions of the City of JVew York. Regulations for the preser- 
vation ^ PubUe Health in theCitv cf Jfesi York and other parts and plaees 
voithin the State. No vessel having on board any person infected with 
pestilential or infectious disease or coming from an infected place, 
shall enter any of the ports or harbors of the State till they have been 
quarantined, at Albany, Troy and Hudson or the river opposite those 
cities, within one mile above or below the same. The Board of Health 
of Brooklyn have authority for appointing a health physician of that 
place to inspect vessels arriving at the wharves, 4te. 

It is the duty of every physician practising in the city of New York, 
to notify the Mayor of every patient laboring under ** yellow, bilious, 
malignant or other pestilential or infectious fever, between the 31st of 
May and the 1st of Nov. in any year, and within 34 hours after he 
■hall ascerUin or suspect the nature of the disease.'* The penalty for 
refusing or neglecting this injunction, is f950.

made by the Governor, with the consent of the Senate, for two years. 
The commissioners are invested with extensive powers in relation to 
vesiels, cargoes, crews and pasiengerii. No person bat a licensed phy- 
sician is eligible to either of these offices, and either of them in sub- 
ject to removal by the Oovemor during a recess of the Senate. The 
board of Health however, is empowered to fill any vacancy that may 
occur, but the appointment so made is only temporary, till the sense 
of the Governor or Governor and Senate is announced. 

It has not been considered of importance to introduce a description 
of the Hospital accommodations at Staten Island. 

AnAeemmt tf the JVte York HoapHaL In 1770, some public spirited 
inhabitants of the city of New York subscribed sums for the purpose 
of erecting and establishing a public Hospital ; and a petition was pre- 
sented by Peter Middleton, John Jones, and Samuel Bard, three emi- 
nent physicians, to Lieut. Gk>v. Golden, then commander-in-chief of 
the province ct K^w York, for a charter of incorporation, which was 
granted the following year, by the Earl of Dunmore, Governor and 
eommander-in-chief. 

By this charter, dated 13tb of June, 1771, the nmyor, recorder, alder- 
men and assistants, of the city of New York, the rector of Trinity 
Church, the different ministers of the several other city churches, the 
president of King's (now Colombia) College, and a nnmber of inhabi- 
tants of the city, were named as members, and incorporated', by the 
name of the "Society of the Hospital in the city of New York in 
America.** By an act of the legislature, passed March 9th, 1810, the 
name of the corporation has been changed to that of *' the Society of 
the New York Hospital." Twenty six governors were also named, 
for the management of the affkirsdind business of the institution, who 
held their first meeting on the 25th of July, 1771. 

Through the influence of Dr. John Pothergill and Sir William Dun- 
ean, considerable contributions were made to the Society, by many 
inhabitants of London, and other places in Great Britain, and in 1778, 
the legislature of the province of New York granted an annual allow- 
ance of 800 pounds (5i,000 dollars) in aid of the institution, for twenty 
years. 

In 1773, the governors of the Hospital purchased of Mrs. Barclay 
and Mr. Rutgers, five acres of ground, for the erection of a suitable ed- 
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As there exinted do institution in the StatOf for the recej>tion of th« 
MMnff the Governor! were induced to appropriate apartments in the 
Hospital for patients of that description ; but as the buildinr was not 
designed for that purpose^ the aecoinmodations were found inade- 
quate { and in 1806 it was resolved to erect a separate bnildintr, to bo 
exclusiveljr appropriated to the reception of that unfortunate class. 

An application was made to the lerislatnret who passed an act» on 
the 14th March, 1806| continuinff an annual provision for the Hospital* 
pajrable out of the duties on sales at auction, in the city of New York 
until the year 3857. The Oovernbrs immediately proceeded to lay the 
foundation of the proposed edifiee,denominated the *' Lunaiie Avhmh^ 
which was completed, so as to be opened for the reception of patients 
on the 15th July, 1806, when nineteen were removed firom the other 
building, and forty-eight more admitted, making in the whole sixty 
seven. The cost of the Asylum was about $56,000. 

To assist the Governors to discharge the debts contracted in building 
the Asylum, the Legislature, by an act passed the S3d of March, 1801t 
granted to the hospital the sum of $3,500 per annum for ten years, 
payable quarterly, out of the duties on goods sold at auction in the 
city of New York. But by the fifth section of " the act respecting a 
navigable communication between the great western and northern 
lakes and the Atlantic ocean,** passed the 15th of April, 1817, the Hos- 
pital was deprived of this allowance. 

Application having been made, an act was passed the 17th of April, 
1816, granting to the hospital the yearly sum of $\OfiOO, until the year 
1857, to enable tlie Governors to erect further and more extensive ac- 
commodations for insane patients. Thirty-nine acres of land, on the 
JETaHem ^eigAto, about seven miles firom the city, were purchased, at 

SMO per acre, as a site for the institution. The distance being thought 
to be greater than was desirable, twenty acres of ground on the East 
river, two miles nearer the settled parts of the city, were purchased ; 
but it was found not to be adapted to the plan contemplated » and was 
sold at a profit of $9000. Another piece of ground was purchased at 
$500 per acre, and some small pieces have since been added, making 
the whole quantity about 80 acres. On this spot the corner stone 
of a building for the accommodation of insane patients was laid, on 
the 7th day of May 1818. This plan comprehends a centre buildinr* 
and is Sll feet in length and 60 deep, with two wings, each placed at 
a distance from the principal building. 

Towards the close of 1890 the main edifice was completed, and 
opened for patients in the month of June, 1831, when it received the 
name of the*'BloomingdaIe Asylum." In 1830, a wing wholly de- 
tached firom the main building, and used for more violent insane 
male patients, was added ; and in 1837, an additional building was 
erected for the use of the females of the same class, at an expense of 
nearly $90,000; making the cost of all the buildings and improvements • 
up to the 1st of Jan. 1839,about $900,000 ; including bedding, fVimitufe. 
and other things necessary for the accommodation of its inmates. 

In order to meet these heavy expenditures, the Governors of the Boe- 
piul borrowed $137^000 on bond and mortgage, at an interest of six 
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per eent., parable quarterly. And fhrther ranM were also borrowed 
at diflforent times from the banks. The surplus of the annuity granted 
by the Lenslaturefor this purpose* beyond what b consumed in pay- 
ment of interest* has been set apart as a sinking fund to redeem this 
debt, and confided to the care of a committee of the Governors, styled 
the "Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the New York HospitaL** 
The sum borrowed of the banks has been repaid, and the sinking Amd 
invested in shares of Bank of America stock, in certificates of the 
New York Life Insurance and Trust Company, and in bonds and 
mortgages, and amounted, on the 3 1st of Dec. 1838, to $1 1 1,000. 

In the summer of 1821, the patients were transferred from the Insane 
Hospital in town to the Asylum erected at Bloomingdale. The former, 
in 1885, after undergoing a thorough alteration, was converted into an 
extremely convenient and comfortable hospital for the accommoda- 
tion of sick and disabled seamen, to whose benefit it has ever since 
been exclusively appropriated under the name of the ".Marine Depart- 
ment of the New York Hospital.'^ 

The afSairs of the Hospital are under the management of twenty>eix 
Governors, who meet on the first Tuesday in every month at the Hos- 
pital: their services are gratuitous. 

Persons laboring under incurable ailments, or diseases of any kind, 
are not admitted into the Hospital, being regarded as fitter obiocts for 
the Alms House. Sick women, who have young children, are not re- 
ceived with their children, unless the child as well as the mother is a 
proper patient. Persons having the small poz, measles, or any infect- 
ious disease, are not admitted. 

Every applicant for admission must bring a recommendation from 
OM of the Governors, or a physician or surgeon of the Hospital, ex- 
cept in behalf of the insane, when the application must be made to 
the committee of the Insane Asylum. In cases of sudden accidents, 
patients may be received by the superintendent without a recommen- 
dation, until the next meeting of the FisUmg dmuiuUee, who decide on 
the propriety of the patient's remaining. A Governor, physician, or 
surgeon, may also give a special recommendation incases requiring the 
immediate admission of a patient. 

A Vtamnt CommiUee, consisting of three Grovernors, attend the Hos- 
pital on Tuesday and Friday in every week, at 11 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, for the purpose of admitting patients, who are previously exam- 
ined by one of the attending physicians or surgeons, or by the house 
physician or house surgeon. Such persons as are unable to pay for 
their board and maintenance are received as paupers ; but such as are 
able to pay, in part or in whole, are admitted as pay patients .on such 
terms as may be agreed on by the Visiting Committee. 

There is also an inspecting Committee, consisting of two Governors, 
who visit the Hospital at least once a week, to inquire whether the by- 
laws and regulations relative to the management and economy of the 
house are duly observed. 

There are four physicians and six surgeons who attend the hospital. 
They are selected from the most eminent of the profession, and annu- 
ally apotnted by the Governors. One physician is required to visit ev- 
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•ry medieal patient, aflbeted with any acute diieaaet at leatt once • 
dajTf and oflener, if necemary ; and every medical patient without die* 
tinction, must be visited, at least three times a week. Two Surgeona 
must visit the Hospital at least three times a week, and every surri- 
eal patient, once a week. The physicians and surgeons perform these 
services gruUa. The incidental advantages of such an appointment, 
in regard to their profession, afford them some remuneration. 

There are also a House Physician and two House Burgeons, residing 
constantly in the Hospital who are appointed for one year. They are 
generally young men ; and the qualificati<His required are that they 
shall have attained twenty-one years of age, have been pupils of a 
practising physician or surgeon for three years, during which time 
tiiey must have attended a complete course of lectures in one of the 
Collegest have attended the daily practice of the Hospital for one year ^ 
have passed their eiamination for a degree or for a license, have been 
ezanined and recommended by the physicians and surgeons, and pro- 
duce satisfactory testimonials of their good moral character. 

An apothecary, who resides in the houses is appointed by the Gov- 
ernors, and must be examined and recommended by the physicians and 
surgeons, and produce satisfactory testimonials of his good character, 
before he is admitted. He has the charge of the apothecary's shoPf 
•nd compounds and makes up all medicines prescribed, according to 
the direotioos of the physicians and surgeons. The house physician 
tnd house surgeons are required to visit the wards, at least every mom- 
ing and evening, and to bo prepared to report the state of tlie patients 
to the attending physicians and surgeons ; and they must see that the 
inediciDee prescribed are sent to the patients and duly administered. 

The enperlntendent, who is the steward of the hospital, and the mm^ 
tron,are charged with the domestic management and econ<Mny of 
the institution, and an assistant to the superintendent aids in the ma»> 
M*nent of the marine department. 

The ground on which the Hospital stands, is an area, about 455 ftet 
in length, and 440 feet in breadth ; bounded in front on Broadway, ia 
the rear on Church street, northerly on Anthony street, and southerly 
on Duane street Part of this area, fronting on Broadway, b at present 
owned and occupied by individuals, leaving an avenue of about 90 feet, 
leading firom Broadway, which is planted with a double row of trees. 

The ground belonging to the Hospital, was enclosed with a brick 
wall in 1801. 

Tlie site of the Hospital is elevated, being considerably above the 
level of Church-street, and about 600 yards distant from the Hudson 
river. It is one of the most open and airy situations in the city ; and 
possesses great advantages for the enjoyment of ftesh and salubriooi 
breeses. 

The principal building, denominated the Hospital, is of gray stone, 
and in the simple Doric style. It eitends in front, 194 feet, is 50 feet 
deep in the centre, and 86 feet deep at the wings, on each side. It 
eonsists of 3 stories above the basement ; a 3d storr having been added 
in 1803, when it became necessary to put on a new roof. Tlie height 
is about 59 feet The basement story, about ten feet high, contains a 
larger and a smaller kitchen, a laundry, bathing room, three storo 
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roomf « and two warda* fitted up for the temporary accommodation of 
patients whose particular disease renders it necessary to remove them 
from intercourse with others. The principal story is about 14 feet high. 
In the centre is a hall and staircase, a room for the Governorsi which 
contains the libraryi a parlor and bedroom for the superintendent and 
matron ; an apothecary's shop, and a room for the clerk. In each story 
of each wing, are two wards, 36 feet in length, and 34 feet in breadthi 
opposite to each other, and opening into passages, extending from one 
end of the house to the other, and communicating by a staircase. On 
the second and third floors of the centre, are rooms for the accommo* 
dation of the house physician, house surgeon, apothecary, and differ- 
ent oflicers and servants ; in the second story, on the W. side, is a large 
room for consultation for the physicians and surgeons and for a reading 
room, where are deposited such books as are more frequently in de> 
mand by students attending the Hospital : (the most costly books of 
reference and those more rarely used, filling the cases of the apartment 
used for a library and the meetings of the Governors ; and in the third 
story looking to the north-west, is the theatre for surgical operations, 
fitted up so as to accommodate 200 persons. It is well lighted by a 
large window in the pediment, which has been substituted for a sky- 
light in the roof, by request of the surgeons. This building contains 
15 wards for the sick, 13 of which are each 36 feet long and 34 feet 
broad, in which about 150 patients may be accommodated. There are 
soother rooms of different dimensions besides the consultation room* 
and theatre for surgical operations. 

During the autumn of 1829, tbe wings of the Hospital were consider- 
ably extended, and the additional space thus gained was converted into 
purses* rooms, apartments for baths, and water closets ; a freer ventil- 
ation was promoted by enlarging the windows in the northern and 
southern extremities, &&, for which and sundry other repairs, the sum 
of tTlSS was expended. 

The edifice is crowned with a handsome cupola, which affords a 
most extensive and picturesque view of the city, harbor and adjacent 
country. There is an excellent kitchen garden ; and the grounds are 
laid out in walks, planted with fruit and ornamental trees, for the ben- 
efit of convalescent patients. There is also a large and well construct- 
ed ice-house, a bathing house, and convenient stables. 

The building denominated the Marine Department ii also of gray 
stone. It is situated on the southerly side of the ground at a short 
distance from the principal building, and corresponding with it, in iU 
exterior appearance, and style of architecture. 

This building, on account of the declivity of the ground, has a sub- 
basement, besides a basement and two principal stories. Its length is 
90 feet, it is 40 feet deep in the centre, and 65 feet at tlie wings, which 
proiects 13 1-2 feet on each side. The sub-basement contains 10 
rooms, 11 feet long, and 8 1-2 feet wide, and 9 feet high j 3 rooms, 16 1-3 
feet long and 11 1-2 feet wide, and a kitchen 98 1-3 feet long and 16 1-8 
feet wide. There is a hall running through the centre, from one end 
to the other, into which the doors of the rooms or celb open, opposite 
to the windows. All the rooms or cells, except the four largest, and 
those in the upper story, are arched with brick, and the walls are also 
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Vrickf whitewashed ; so that there is no wood, and the floen beinr 
filled with brick» the building is completely fire-proof; and the pa* 
tieDts» while thej have sufficient heat, in the winter season, cannot 
possibly set fire to any part. The basement contains the same number 
of roomsf and of the same sise with those in the sub-basement. In 
each of the two principle storieSf are also ten rooms* 1 1 feet loor» and 
8 1-9 feet wide* two roonu 17 feet Ion«i and 11 1-3 wide* and two rooms 
94 feet long, and 17 wide, which open into a hall 11 feet wide. The 
height of the principal story is 14 14^ and of the upper story, 19 1-9 
feet. 

The height of the building, in front, is 46 feet. It contains 13 large 
and 16 small rooms, appropriated to sick seamen, and in which about 
195 patients can be accommodated ; besides which there are a number 
of adjoining apartments, for bathing rooms, water closets, nurses' bed- 
rooms* 4tc. 

The Bloomingdale asylum is built of stone, three stories high and 
about 911 feet long, finished in a style plain, but neat, and contains 
accommodations for about 900 patients. It is situated in one of the 
most healthful and beautiftil spots on the island, commanding an ex- 
tensive prospect. Annexed to it are 40 acres of land, a portion of 
which is laid out in walks and gardens. 

Formerly there was a consulting as well as a resident physician, who 
visited the Asylum twice or three times a week, or as often as was 
deemed necessary, but in 1830 that office was abolished, since then the 
control of the medical department of the institution has been placed 
under the charge of the resident physician. 

With a view of increasing the usefulness of this Asylum, the Govern^ 
OTs of the Hospital engaged Dr. James Macdonald, who for several 
years had charge as resident physician of the insane patients, to visit 
Europe for the purpose of examining the hospitals for lunatics, and 
making himself acquainted with the economy, management and 
mode of cure practised in the best institutions of the kind there. He 
sailed in July, 1831, and after an absence of 15 months, having visited 
the most celebrated hospitals for lunatics in France, England, and It- 
aly, returned and resumed the charge of the Bloomingdale. He con> 
tinned for some years after his return to act as chief ofilcer of the in- 
stitution. Dr. Benj. Ogden, was appointed to sucoeed Dr. Macdonald* 
but Dr. Wilson now directs the medical and moral treatment 
of the patients. A warden and matron have charge of every thing that 
eoncerns the household department, with the exception of the hiring 
and dismissal of servants and attendants upon the patients, and the 
whole is superintended by the " Bloomingdale Asylum Committee," 
which Committee attend weekly, or oftener if necessary, at the Bloom- 
ingdale Asylum, and report monthly their proeeedings to the Board of 
Governors.

See. 1.— No person shall be hereafter allowed to commence or prac- 
tice, in the city of New York, the business of an apothecary, or that of 
preparing and dispensing medicine, or of preparing or putting up phy- 
sicians' prescriptions, without having previously obtained the diploma 
of the College of Pharmacy of the city of New York, or unless furnished 
with a diploma from some other regularly constituted College of Phar- 
macy or Medicine, or shall have passed an examination of the censors 
of the medical society of one of the counties of this state, and have 
been furnished by such censors with a certificate of his qualifications 
for the business of an apothecary, which diploma or certificate he shall 
produce to the Secretary of the said College of Pharmacy, to be by him 
registered without charge. 

Sec 3.-~Any person offending against the provisions of this law, 
■hall be subject to a penalty of fifty-one dollars for each and every of- 
fence, which may be recovered with costs, in the name of the people of 
the state of New York, in any civil court of record, and the said fines 
when collected, after deducting such reasonable counsel fees as the 
court shall allow, shall be paid by the district attorney to the Treasu- 
rer of the New York City Dispensary for the use of said Dispensary. 

Sec 3.— This law shall not apply to persons who now carry on said 
business, nor to the preparation and dispensing of medicines by licensed 
physicians.

MEDICAL SOCIETY OP NEW-JERSEY. 

Founded at New-Brunswick, July 23, 1766. From 1775 till 1788, no 
entry was made upon the record-book, in consequence of the distracted 
■tate of the country in the revolutionary contest. In 1816 the society 
was incorporated, a new constitution adopted, which was remodeled 
in 1820. The society is composed of 4 dele, from each of the district 
societies, of which there is one in each county in the state, with one or 
two exceptions. The officers for the time beinf are members ex-ttftdo, 
independent of the authority of delegation; as are also, all past presi- 
dents, who rank as fellows. At the annual meeting, which is held at 
New-Brunswick, the 2d Tuesd. in May, and the semi-annual at such 
place as may be designated, on the 2d Tuesd. of Nov., a board of 
censors is appointed for the three districts into which the state is 
divided. The eastern board meet at Morristown the 1st Tuesd. in 
June; the western, at Cambden, the 2dThursd. in June; the middle 
district, at Princeton, on Thursd. preceding the last Wed. in Sept. 

On the day of the annual meeting, the president makes an address* 
and the vice-president at the semi-annuaL By the constitution, the 
district societies are required to compel the attendance of the delegates 
at every session of the society, and should any district fail to be repre- 
sented, it is called to an account, and forfeits its proportion of the 
general Amd. Presd, Dr. J. O. Goble; K Pread. Drs. T. P. Stewart* 
O. Q.Keasby and A. Seargeant ; Rec Sec Dr. W. Pierson ; Cor, 5«e. 
Dr. 8 Cangor ; Treas. Dr. S. English. 

There are neither hospitals, infirmaries, dispensaries or med. schools 
in New -Jersey. Means are in progress, however, it is fully believed* 
for the establishment of a lunatic asylum. The legislature has an- 
nually made provision for the support of the blind, and the deaf and 
dumb of the state, at the institutions in New-York and Philadelphia. 
Quackery has always been discountenanced in the state ; and all per- 
sons practising as physicians, surgeons, botanists or steam doctors* 
without a diploma fVom the state society, are liable to a fine of 025* 
and costs, for each and every prescription, and are disqualified fh)m 
collecting their debts by legal process ; and it is made the duty of the 
overseers of the poor as well as the district societies, to prosecute all 
ofiTenders against this law, the fine going for the benefit of the poor. 

The peculiar diseases of New-Jersey, says Dr. Lynden A. Smith* 
ofNewark, are bilious fevers, cholera morbus, and various inflamma- 
tory aflTections, requiring early and vigorous treatment. Deaths ibr 
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the laat 18 montln, in Newurk, in a popalation of 90,000, aTarft«ed35 
per month. 

MEDICAL SOCIETIES OF PENNSYLVANIA. 

Althooffh Philadelphia has lony been disting uished for its excellent 
and prosperon* medical and other scientific institutions, a state society 
for regnlatinf the practice of medicine and sursery has never been 
formed. 

Health Qffieef Philadelphia. An act was passed, Jan. 18, 181 8» for 
establishingr a Board of Health, which is vested with full power and 
authority, by the Legislature, to make rules and regulations for the 
government of the Lazaretto, vesseb, cargoes, passengers, tec, under 
quarantine. The Lazaretto, or quarantine station, is situated on the 
Island of Great Tinicum, 12 miles from the city, on the west bank of 
the Delaware, in Delaware county. The object of the examination of 
vessels at this place, is ** to teevre the City and Port <^f Philadelphia 
from the introduetion ofpettUential aiu2 eontagiotu diseoMS.** The execu- 
tive officers of the board are elected by and from the members. All the 
medical servants of the board are appointed by the Governor. 

Health Qgicer, Peter Rambo,— salary ,#800. He is required to keep an 
office in the city, where masters of vessels, &c., deliver their certifi- 
cates which they have received at the Lazaretto, &c. He is also 
obliged to keep a register of vessels coming and going, which have 
transacted business with the board. Be also receives all monies, pen- 
alties, &c., and appears to be a principal executive officer. 

Port Physician, Isaac N. Marselis, M. D. He necessarily resides in 
the city, and it is his duty to examine houses and persons, under the 
direction of the board, if they are supposed to be infected with any 
dangerous disease. Every vessel arriving at the port, is directed to be 
visited.by him, before hauling to a wharf. Salary, #500. 

LatarOio Phyeieian, Wilmer Worthington, M. D. He resides at 
the quarantine ground ft'om the 1st day of June to the 1st day of Oct. 
being provided with a house, garden, bargemen, hospital assistants, 
and receives a salary of #1200. The duties ere arduous. Besides 
boarding all vessels, he has immediate charge of the patients landed 
from the shipping, transmits daily reports to the board, &c., and main- 
tains order in the department. 

QttoranttiM Matter— B. Martinr-salary, #700. His duty is to accom- 
pany the physician and assist in carrying the regulations of the board 
of health into effect. 

One section of the law. defining the duties of the Board of Health 
should be rigidly practised in every other city having extensive com- 
mercial intercourse with distant, or even neigboring ports. " No ship 
or vessel which shall be laden with, or have on board, any vegetables, 
fish or hides, shall be unladen, fee" from the.lst of June till Oct. with- 
out permission. 

City Hospital, This is located at the northwest of Bush Hill, under 
the control of the Board of Health. It is to continue "* to be a public 
hospital for the city of Philadelphia, the township of the Northern 
Liberties, and the districts of Southwark, Moyamensing and F^nn.*> 
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tot penoiM who •hall be afflicted with pestilential or oontarioai dii- 
eaieif who are to be removed there by the advice or order of the port 
physician. A sanitary committee are entrusted with the adminutra- 
tion of the aflhirs of this establishment. Patients are oblised to defray 
their own expenses. At the Sid stated meeting in March* annually* 
thecommitteeelect a physician« whose salary is #300. No patient 
can be admitted* under any circumstancesicxcepting upon an order sifi^ 
ed by a member of the board or port 'physician. Persons laborinr 
under small pox* yellow fever* and malignant cholera are received. 

Pmnsylvama HmpHoL This celebrated hospital ** was founded in 
17S8* for the relief of lunatics and the sick poor**' and has been princi- 
pally supported flrom that period to the present day* by legacies SLnd 
private contributions. It stands on a square* 396 feet in width* and 
468 feet in length* containing about four acres. Bound it is a brick 
wall* and rows of high forest trees. Within the wall* the ground is 
decorated with gardens* grass plats* gravel walks* hedges* dtc. There 
is also a vacant square to the East* and one half a square to the West 
containing together, more than six acres* running in parallel lines with 
the ground on which the buildings are erected; the other half of this 
square is owned by the Aims-House* who mean to keep it always 
open* so that the Pennsylvania Hospital is situated in the middle of 
three great squares ; which* beside the open streets* measure more than 
thirteen acres. Throe lots on the South side of the Hospital were 
alio purchased about the year 1800* in addition. 

The rules of the Institution require that in the 5th month* annually* 
the board of managers shall elect by ballot three ** DoeUtrsin MtdioM, 
as Surgeontt and three Doctors m MedictM as Physicians i also two Doc- 
tors in Medieine slaUed in Mduttfery, No practitioner can be elected 
who is under 97 years of age . Two Doctors in Medicine are to be 
elected by ballot, firom time to time* as Resident Physidans, who shall 
each serve two years. 

Madssion and discharge of Patients. Persons 'accidentally wounded 
are received at all hours without charge. All others are subject to 
the following regulations:-* 

The number of patients to be admitted on the charity of the institu- 
tion is now limited to 106 ; of whom 39 may be insane. 

No patient shall be admitted into the medical or surgical wards 
whose case is judged to be incurable. 

No person having any infectious or contagious disorder shall be ad- 
mitted into the HospitaL 

No woman shall be admitted into the lying-in ward without produc- 
ing satisfkctory evidence that she lived in lawful wedlock at the time 
she became pregnant 

No insane person shall be admitted as a poorpatientt for a longer 
term than six months* nor without security for removal at the expirar 
tion of that time. 

No person having syphilis or numia/rom hUemperance shall be admit- 
ted as a poor patient i or at a lower rate of board than /oar doUars a 
week. 
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The loweit nte of board which ean be received for pay patients u»lbr 
inhabitant! of Pennsi^raniat t3 00 a week ; for inhabitants of other 
states* f3 50 a week; for seamen sent to the Hospital by foreign con- 
suls, #4 00 a week. 

No important surgical operation shall be performed without a preri- 
oos ecmsnltation ; and, in such cases, all the surgeons shall have due 
notice. 

Every infant born in the house shell be vaccinated, if practicable. 

Each physician, surgeon and obstetrician of the Hospital, shall have 
the privilege of introducing, not exceeding eight of his pnpib at one 
time, to observe the practice of the Hospital, and have the use of the 
library ; subject to the regulations of the attending Managers. 

The ResideiU Phyneians have charge, alternately, of the medjcal, 
surg. and obstetrical departments, visiting all patients every morning. 

West's great painting, Christ Healing the Sick, the property of the 
Hospital, is perpetually on exhibition, after 9 o'clock A. M., except on 
the Sabbath. The library contains a valuable collection of books, kept 
in excellent condition. By the payment of #35 at once, a person has 
a right to the use of the libr. for life. Smne of the rare works of the 
old medical writers, cannot be taken from the libr. at all, under the 
present regulations. It contained, Jan. 1, 1837,— folios, S50 ; quartos 
936 ; octavos, 5979 ; duodecimos, Sec, 830. Since that period, about 
700 vols, are supposed to have been added— total, 8000. jSUendmg 
PJky5tetaiw— Benjamin H. Coats, M. D. ; George B. Wood, M. D. ; T. 
Stewardson, M. D. Attending Surgeons— TbomtkB Harris, M. D.; Jacob 
Randolph, M. D.; George W. Norris, M. D. Phyndmts to the Lyi$tg-4n 
JDepartmsnt— Charles Lukens, M. D.; Hugh L. Hodge, M. D. Resident 
Physicians— i, Forsyth Meigs, M. D.; Alfred Stile, M. D. They render 
their aid gratuitously.

VFUle RoapitaL A sum of money was bequeathed by Janes Wills, 
Esq., a citicen of Philadelphia, to the corporation of the city, in 1833, 
for the erection of an edifice to be denominated " Wills Hospital for 
relief of the Indigent blind and lame." It is located on the south side 
of Sassafras street, oppo^te Loran Square. The annual income for 
the support of the institution is not far from $4000. The hospital is 
sufficiently spacious for the accommodation of about 70 personst to- 
iretHer with the requisite attendants ; it is 80 feet fVont, by 50 feet 
deep, havinf a piasza on the south side, 80 feet long , by 12 feet wide i 
the floor of this piazza is on the same plane with the floor of the prin- 
cipal 4tory ; the space below forms part of the kitchen. Nine mana- 
gers, ehosen by Select and Common Council, Oct. 4th, who malw 
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all the ftppointments. Four phrsieUnt and four Borteoai are ammally 
elected at the first itated meeting in Jan. They receive no compensa- 
tion. The nvmber of inmates admitted shall at no time exceed the 
income of the eetablishment. A medical resident was appointed last 
season. The sorgeons admit private patients, in pleasant private 
apartments, at flrom $3 to $5 per week. A statistical account of the 
eases treated from the opening of the hospital, to the dose of 1838, 
may be found at page 333, No. 15, of the Medical Examiner.

PnBton RetreoL This is a Lying-in Hospital, into which the per- 
sons to be admitted shall be married females, of good character, in 
indigent circumstances, and near the time of their confinement,-«nd 
it is essential to admission that they shall be resident in the city or 
county of Philadelphia, at the time of application. The plan of this 
benevolent retreat originated with the late Dr. Jonas Preston, of that 
city, who died April 4th, 1836. The edifice , of white marble, is nearly 
completed ^-the fund remaining for the support of the establishment, 
after the purchase of the lot occupied by this excellent charity— 8 
acres, and all other bills are liquidated, will not fall much short of 
$150,000. As soon as the apartments are ready for occupancy, a phy- 
sician, matron, &c. will be elected. President of the Board of Mana- 
gers, John Sergeant ; Sec, D. Parish. 

FriauPsJSeylum/or tkeliMane. From the S3d annual report, some 
interesting facts are recorded, illustrative of the mode of managing 
this institution, which is under the patronage of the society of Friends, 
and located near Philadelphia. The expenses for the year ending the 
1st of the 3d mo. for all purposes, were $14,604 73. Income from the 
board of patients, $14,797 38 A park of deer belongs to it.

Some difficulty has been in the way, in obtaining a charter, the cause 
of which is not fully known. The legislature in 1839 granted an act of 
incorporation, but the Governor, at the period of writing this, has not 
signed it, owing, it is supposed, to some opposing influence originating 
in party or private interests. Its design is broad and liberaL One 
hundred and twenty-six signers of the memorial addressed to the Legis. 
say that " We, the undersigned, physicians of Philadelphia, have 
agreed to associate ourselves for the purpose of claiming, on behalf of 
the profession, that influence over the regulations of medical instruc- 
tion and the means of medical improvement, which is essential to the 
lespectalnlity of the profession and the best interests of humanky.'* 
Article II. of the eonstitntion declares the objects of the college to be 
the cultivation of medical science, the elevation of medical character, 
and ''to examine and decide on the qualifications of candidates for de- 
grees, and to secure these advantages to the profession.'' Article V. 
says, "the said college shall have power to grant and confirm, in the 
manner and form jirescribed by its by-laws, such degrees in medicine, 
to such students or others, whom, by their proficiency in learning or 
other meritorious distinction, they shall deem entitled to them, as are 
usually conferred in other colleges and universities," ice A board oi 
six examinen, physicians of Philadelphia, are clothed with power to 
examine into the qualifications of studimts, and certify the same to the 
college. The examiners must be graduates of medicine of ten years 
standing, and of distinguished reputation— and they are not be engaged 
in giving public instruction, either by lectures or examinations in 
any branch of medical science. They shall meet regularly in March 
and Nov. of every year for the examination of such candidates for the 
defcree of doctor of medicine as have complied with the requisitions of 
the college. Each examiner receives a fee of 85 for the examination 
of each candidate, from the college. The candidate must be 21 years 
old, have studied medicine 3 years as a private pupil, have attended two 
courses of lectures on all the branches now principally taught, pursued 
one course of directions under the teacher recognised by the college, 
shall have attended at least one year some hospital or infirmary reeog- 
nized by the college, in which clinical instruction is given. Examina- 
tion fee, 830. If approved, diploma 85.

The PkUadetphia College efPharmaey, Instituted in 1891, by the co- 
operation of the principal Druggists and Apothecaries of the city. It 
was incorporated by the legislature of Pennsylvania in the following 
year, with liberal privileges to enable it to caryont successfully the 
useful objects contemplated by its founders. These were— to elevate 
the character of the Pharmacy of Philadelphia and of the United 
States, by instituting a school, with competent professors or lecturers 
on pharmacy, materia medica and chemistry, and such other branches 
of science as might be deemed useful ; to inculcate on those who would 
learn the business, the necessity of regular apprenticeships of suffi- 
ient duration to become well skilled in its requisite knowledge, and of 
attending the lectures and obtaining the honorary degree or diploma 
of the college, based upon skill, knowledge and science, and character 
and integrity; to disseminate among the druggists and apothecarieti 
by means of a periodical journal, such knowledge and discoveries con- 
nected with their pursuits and profession as might be useAiI and intar- 
eeting, and in fine, to cultivate those principles which exalt and dig- 
nify trades and professions by making those pursuing them more UM- 
fbl, intelligent and wise. 

The success of the college has been evident and satisfactory. It haa 
accomplished much that was desirable, and is still pursuing its objects 
with xeal and steadiness. It has erected a spacious hall for its pur- 
poses with suitable lecture rooms and laboratory, where the professors 
deliver to a numerous class, their winter courses of instruction, lllos- 
trated by an extensive collection of apparatus and a cabinet of speei- 
mens. It has also a considerable library of valuable books. The 
journal ofthe college, a periodical published quarterly, has anextan- 
•ive circulation over the Union, and many hundred subsoribers— tan 
volumes have been published. The college has about one hundred resi- 
dent members, thirty associate members residing out of Philadelphia« 
and about the same nnmber of foreign and honorary members. The de- 
gree of Graduate in Pharmacy,*' dec, has been awarded and conferred 
upon near one hundred young men, all of whom served at least four 
years apprenticeship with persons eompetant to instruct them, attend 
ad two AiU courses of lectures, and were examined and approved by 
the profesaors and a oommittaa of tha tmstaas.

Jnfimuuryfor the relitf nf poor persons laboring tmder Bemia, and im- 
alogous diseases. This institution, which is not yet endowed with cor' 
porate powers, is a charit j designed to extend the usefulness of the 
improvements in the treatment of hernia, by the mechanical measoreat 
on which depends the permanent cure or effective relief of this com* 
plaint. 

It originated in the desire to extend over a wider surface, the advan- 
tages resulting from the improved apparatus invented by the gentleman 
who now officiates as surgeon to the Infirmary, the success of whose 
labors in the radical cure of hernia, is well known to the profession 
throughout the country. 

The number of patients subject to this class of accidents, whose pe- 
cuniary circumstances do not enable them to meet the expense of sur- 
gical attendance, thoughthey may be able to pay the first cost of mecessor- 
ry instnanentSi was found to be very considerable, and it was deemed 
advisable to render these eases useful to the profession, by extending 
the means of clinical instruction, as some compensation for the valua 
ble time expended upon their treatment by professional men. Another 
and still larger class of suffisrers are unable to pay for either the attend- 
ance or the instruments; and though the claims of humanity make it 
obligatory upon the public, to fVimish the required assistance, to those 
unfortunate persons, the burden of this obligation was found to act 
very oppressively upon the inventor. 

Induced by these considerations, a few charitable individuals associ- 
ated themselves for the purpose of furnishing facilities to the indigent 
who labor under bemia, and by this means, to extend the practical 
knowledge of the application and management of the apparatus among 
the medical students, frequenting the schools of Philadelphia, in order 
to encourage its more general employment in <^her places. 

The inventor of these novel instruments for the radical cure of her- 
nia, and the chairman of the committee of the Philadelphia Medical 
Society, appointed to investigate their claims, naturally felt a deep in- 
terest in this movement, and took a decided part in the organization 
of the institution. The former was appointed Surgeon to the estab 
iishment, and the latter holds the office of Consulting Surgeon. 

The infirmary has not been in existence more than ten months, and 
already upwards of fifty patients have received the advantage of in- 
struments and gratuitous advice within its walls. 

After a very short period of observation, it was found that the num- 
ber of instances in which other diseases were mistaken for hernia, 
and were brought under the notice of the surgeon of the infirmary, as 
such, was by no means inconsiderable, and the objects of the institu- 
tion, by a special resolution of the board of superintendence, were mad* 
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to inclade' these afTeetions. Numeroas cokw of hydrocele* varieooele* 
eirtocelet hernia hamorialisy and tumors of the frotn and abdomeiif 
have been treated in the establishment since the adoption of this roso* 
lution. 

Two courses of practical lectures on the treatment of bemia« and the 
application of instrnmentsi are given annually by the surfeon of the 
institution ; one course in the winter, the other in the summer season. 
Students are permitted under supervision, to apply the instruments 
and conduct the treatment of cases. 

What fbrther objects may be embraced in the views of the mana- 
gers at a future day, when funds and resources become considerable, 
cannot now be determined. It is probable that the treatment ef de- 
formities, and mechanical surgery generally, maybe included, if the 
infirmary should be much enlarged ; its directors may then apply for 
the privileges of a corporate body. 

During the last winter a course of twelve lectures on the physiologi- 
cal and pathological points involved in the treatment of hernia, and 
the modes of operating by incision in cases of strangulation, was de- 
livered at the infirmary by the consulting surgeon, at the written re- 
quest of the class. 

The peculiar views of the latter gentleman on the suhiect of medical 
representation in the management of medical institutions, have been 
fully carried out in the organization of the infirmary. The constitu- 
tion provides that not less than one third, nor more than one half of 
the members of the board of inspectors, shall be medical men, and the 
consulting surgeon, representing the executive department is, ex oflkio, 
a member of the board.

The second story has four apartments for private patients i third, fbvr 
apartments for private patients j fourth, six rooms for colored patients i 
fifth, a large ward, 90 ftet in length, for U. 8. Seamen i sixth, a con val- 
aaoont*8 room, alao 90 foot long. The lecture halls are so arranged that 
medical students pass fVom them directly into the wards of tha hospitaL 

MdnfUuid Hotfital, This is located in Baltimore, and is the Stata 
Institution for the Insane. It is under the government of a presldant 
and board of visitors, appointed by tha Stata authoritlaa. At prasantf 
there are about 80 patienu t but whan tha improvaroanta, now in pro- 
gress, are completed, 50 more can be accommodated. Physician, Dr* 
William Fisher, who resides in tha house. The president of the board* 
Dr. &. 8. Stewart, offlciates as consulting physician. The Sisters of 
Charity are the nurses i they assist in the moral management of tha 
patients, and have charge of the domestic economy of the establish- 
ment.

It is intended to af- 
ford instruction by oral lectures, illustrations, demonstrations, exposi- 
tions, experiment, and rigid examinations and operations on the dead 
subject. The period of instruction before a student will be advised to 
attend a medical college, will embrace two years, and consist of fotir 
terms of five and a half months each. Tarnu, for instruction, board, 
washing, rooms, foel and lights, f850 per ann., payable semi-annually 

in advance.

MEDICAL SOCIETIES OF VIRGINIA. 

According to the inquiries of Dr. H. Frost, of Westmoreland, there 
is but one Medical Association in the State, and that is at Richmond 
(br the laudable purpose of mutual improvement. There are 115 coun- 
ties in Virginia, embracing the two cities of Richmond and Wheelinf , 
the borough of Norfolk, and the towns of Portsmouth, Charlotteville, 
Lynehborgh, Lexington, Fineastle and Urbanna. Westmoreland eon- 
tains about 8,400 inhabitants, and will average not fltr from one phyti- 
eian to 800 or 1000. Dr. Gillespie says the statistics of Virginia ar« 
difficult to procure. There is no law respecting the practice of medicine, 
or regulation in regard to ibes. Richmond, and a number of tonrni and 
counties, have Ibe bills to regulate charges. The number of physicians 
in active and tolerable practice, will amount to about one for every 
1000. By including the Junior members, those who do but little, to- 
gether with retired members,*or those who only occasionally prescribe, 
—one correspondent supposes there may be an average of one medical 
man to every 500 of the inhabitants. " We have no bond of connection,** 
says the same gentleman, "except a fee bill, not always attended to, 
and a portion of liberality and the esprit du corps,** A large portion of 
the towns have poor-bouses, and regularly attached physicians. The 
older physicians of Virginia were principally educated at Philadelphia, 
a few in Edinburgh, and other places in Europe. From about 1890 to 
1836, about half were educated in Philadelphia, and the remainder at 
Baltimore. The profbssion of the State is highly respectabk, embrao- 
ing talentJPearning and wealth :-^ perhape more Uian any other claae 
of the same numerical strength.** A majority of the medical Studentg 
BOW attend lectures at the Uniwrtitr of Virfinia« RiohoMMid Medieal 
College, and Philtdelpbis. 
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* The diaeaMt most common in this section of VIrf inia, (Westmore* 
land,) are Bilioos, Intermittent, Remittent, and Continued Fevers. Tlie 
former prevaib at all seasons of the year, bat to a much yreater extent, 
daring the JRifi, and is confined mostly to JVegroes, and others residing 
in lowr, flat situations, and upon water courses. Both classes of our 
population appear equally obnoxious to this disease, but the whites 
suffer most, and are often the victims of other diseases, having their 
foundation in neglecUd Intermittents. Wo have, also, Congestive Fever, 
Pneumonia, Pleurisy, and Ihvpsy, either as an IdiopaHuc affection, or as 
a consequence of some organic derangement of the abdominal viscera* 
particularly enlargement, or schirrous state, of the Liver, Pancreas and 
Spleen, Nothing is more common than an enlargement of the Spleen, 
and many have it for years ; and scarcely any escape it who have had 
Intermittent or Bilious Fever in the Fall. 1 have known it relieved for 
a month or two, and one chill and fever to occasion its return. Bilious 
Pleurisy, in the Winter, or Spring, especially among such as have, dur- 
ing the Fall preceding, had intermittent or bilious fever, is by far the 
most formidable disease, which the physician has to encounter, and oc- 
curring among our poorest class, whether from their exposed and com- 
fortless condition, or the season of the year, is oftener fatal I have 
said, Bilious fevers occar much more frequently on the water courses. 
But the severest cases I have ever bad, (though they have been com- 
paratively rare,) have been in the/orsj^ remote from any water course, 
or palludal exhalation ; and defying all investigation as to the source 
whence the cause which produced them, originated. This foct, taken 
in connection with an opinion recently advanced by Prof. Warner, of th« 
Richmond Medical School, would tend to bring into doubt, the Theory, 
years since promulgated, by Landssi, that Marsh Miasmata are the 
cause of Autumnal Bilious Fevers. These are the diseases incidental 
to our climate; others have occasionally visited us, which might be 
expected at any season, and in any place. During my residence in the 
Northern Neck, embracing a period of six or seven years, Scarletinaf 
Ruheoia, and Whoopmf Cough, have been among us, at one time, as a 
contagious, and at other times, an epidemic disease. I could enumerate 
many others, but as the most prominent, and such, only, as are inciden- 
tal to the climate, are sought, these, I presume, will suffice. 

The number of physicians, in proportion to population, in this county, 
(Westmoreland,) is as one to ICXX). We have eight physicians ; some 
already retired and others withdrawing or practising only in consulta- 
tion, and among their relatives and connexions. What I have said in 
reference to this county, in every particular, will apply to the other 
counties constituting the N. N. The medical statistics of the State, in 
other respects, have been so accurately obtained, apd well supplied, bj 
Dr. Gillespie, that any thing 1 could say, in addition, would be unneces- 
sary, and a work of superrogation. 

Western Lunatie Asyhan, This is under the special direction and 
management of thirteen directors, appointed originally by the legisla- 
ture of Virginia, but all the vacancies in the board are filled by the 
governor. First established in 1825, and received patients in 1887,^lo- 
cated at Staunton. The success in the management of the insane, ia

The next meeting of the present year will be in the city of Colambos, 
4m the 1st Mond. in May. Irregular practitioners are protected by law 
AS well as the competently educated. An act making it a penitentiary 
offence to disinter and dissect a dead body, was so modified in 1838 as 
to offer a little encouragement to anatomical pursuits. 

Nov. 31, 18B9, the legislature appropriated 93300 for the establish- 
oient of a hospital at Memphis. Small sums were occasionally given 
to complete the work, but in 1836, being satisfied of the unsuitableness 
4>f the buildings erected, the assembly ordered them to be sold, and ad- 
ded $5000 to the sum which they might bring, for the erection of now 
edifices. A state tax on merchants' licences in the co. of Shelby, was 
then made, for 5 years, to support the hospital, which is still unfin- 
ished. 

Oct. 19, 1833, 910,000 was granted by the state, for a lunatic hospital, 
near Nashville. Since the above, additional appropriations have been 
cranted, amounting in all to about 935,000. The institution is nearly 
completed. 

Feb. SO, 1896, the erection of a hospital was ordered within the peni- 
tentiary ground, out of the proceeds of the work done in the prison. 
These are all the institutions of a medical character, known to us, ex- 
isting in the state. 

MEDICAL SOCIETIES OP OHIO. 

Medical Ceneentum of Ohio, The first conception of a plan for assem- 
bling the physicians of the State of Ohio appears to have been formed 
by Dr. William Awl, of Columbus, in pursuance of a public notice, 
upwards of seventy practitioners of medicine met in convention, at the 
seat of government, on the fifth of January, 1836. The object of the 
meeting was to promote the dignity, harmony, and character of the pro- 
fession. Many subjects of general interest and benevolence were acted 
opon. Much good feeling and harmony prevailed, and, after a session 
of three days, the convention adjourned, to assemble at the same place, 
on the first of January, 1838. The third meeting was held at Cleava- 
land, on the first Monday in May, 1839; and the fourth is to take place 
at Ck>lumbu8, the first Wednesday in May, 1841. The names of the 
officers of the first convention are as follows : Dr. J. F. KirtIand,Pread. 
J>r. 6. Mendenhall, Xec Sec, W. M. Awl, Cor, See. It was resolved, 
"that a Medical Society be formed in each County in the State, and 
that the first meeting be held the last Tuesday in October, and then 
■ami-annually, and that the subject of a State Medical Society be 
referred to their consideration.*'

Medieai SocMm. . 1.— The Cincinnati Medioal Society was chartered 
in 1831. It eonaiata of aentor, junior, and honorary membera, and em- 
bracea aome of the moat diatinguiahed men of the country. At ita meet* 
inga» which take place only during the winter, on Wedneadaya, at 7 
o'clock, P. M., a paper ia generally read on aome medical, chemical, or 
aurgical aubiect, after which it ia diacuaaed by the aociety. The de* 
batea are often highly animated and intereating. The society haa a 
amall library of aelect worka, but aa yet it haa not publiahed any of ita 
tranaaetiona. It has a preaident, two vice preaidenta, a chairman, aee- 
retary, orator, treasurer and librarian, which are elected annually, on 
the fourth of March. The officera for the preaent year are Edwin A. 
Attee, M. D., Presd., Landon C. Rivea, M. D., Ftrat V, Prud,, John P. 
Harriaon, M. D., Second F, Presd., J. B. Rogera, M. D., Ckmrman, Dan- 
iel Drake, M. D., Orator, Carey A. Trimble, AL D., Su, and TVeanurer, 
larael Dodge, M. D., Librarian. 

S.— The Ohio Medical Lyceum ia another aaaociation, which waa in- 
stituted a few yeara ago in thia city. It waa got up under the apeciai 
iMitronage of the Medical College of Ohio, and meeta once a week for 
the aame purpoaea aa the Cincinnati Medical Society, already mention- 
ed. With the names of its officers the writer is unacquainted. 

Commereial Bo^pitaL One of the most excellent inatitutiona in Cin- 
cinnati, ia the Commercial Hoapital and Lunatic Aaylum, established 
in 18SU. It is under the supervision of three trustees, who are elected 
annually by the people of Cincinnati Township, and who receive each 
a salary of about seven hundred dollars. The Ainds for the support of 
this institution are derived partly from township taxes, and partly fVom 
auction duties accruing to the State from the city of Cincinnati. The 
sum obtained from the latter source, since the foundation of the hospi- 
tal, in 1891, amounts to about $70,000. From the Report of the Tme- 
tees of Cincinnati Township, it appears that there were admitted into 
the establishment, during the year 1839, 1141 persons; of these, 836 
were discharged ; 119 died, and 193 remain. Of the above number, 99 
were lunatics ; 315 resident paupers, and 49 wen inmatea of the peat* 
bouae. An average number of 98 pauper children were aupported at 
the expenae of the township, during the year, in the Orphan Asylum i 
and there remain in that charity 31, who are a township charge. Th« 
expenditures, for the same period, were as follows: for the sumiort of 
the hospiul, $13,337 ; peet-bouae, $905 1 ont-door paupers, $6,098; or- 
phan children, $9,000. 

The largeat number of patientaever admitted into the eatabliabment* 
at one time, waa 930. Including the peat-houae, there are accommoda- 
tiona for 950. The Medical Officera of the Hoapital are the profeaaora 
of the Medieal College of Ohio, whose duty it ia to give it their faithfVil 
attendance throughout the year, and for the aervicea thoa rendered* 
they have the privilege of introducing their pnpila, ftee of eharge. 
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Durioff the winter, elinieal leetnret are deiiTered,on Wedneidaye and 
Saturdays, bjr the profeitors of Medicine and Surirery. 

Ohio LtatMtiB JtM^mm. Perhaps the mott noble inetitntion in Ohio, ia 
the Lunatic Asylum at Columbus. This is, strictly spealung, a State 
institution, which is desifned to extend its benefits to all insane per- 
sons, without reference to pecuniary circumstances. Althouffh it waa 
opened in December, 1838, yet it has already 91 inmates, 49 males, and 
49 females. Of these seven have been cured, and several other cases are 
said to be in successful proirress. What the precise number of insane 
persons is, throughout the state, is not known, as no data have been 
furnished by which to judge. - By the return, however, made to his ex- 
eellency, Oovemor Vance, in 1835, it would appear that there were at 
that time, including the idiotic, about one thousand cases ; of whom 
S09 were supported at the public expense. 

The model of this asylum is essentially the same with that at Wor- 
cester, in the State of Massachusetts ; with such additions and im- 
provements as the exigencies of the country seemed to demand. The 
principal edifice is S95 feet in length, by 45 1-3 in depth. The centre 
is three stories high, with an attic. In fVont it is ornamented with a 
portico supported by four Ionic pillars, standing on a stone platform on 
a level with the top of the basement. The wings are of the same height 
as the centre, except the attic story. The edifice is constructed of 
brick ; contains one hundred and fifty-three rooms, and is capable of ae- 
commodating one hundred and twenty patients with separate apart- 
ments. 

The site of the asylum is in the immediate vicinity of the city of Co- 
lumbus, within one mile from the State-house. It commands an exten 
sive view of the surrounding country, and attached to it are thirty 
acres of land, some of it in a high state of cultivation. The expense of 
erecting the building is not far short of $50,000. 

The officers of this institution are, a physleian, who is also the 
Superintendent, an Assistant Physician, a steward, and a ma- 
tron. They are appointed by a Board of Directors, according to the 
Sutoe of 1838, providing for the government of the Ohio Lunatic Asr- 
lorn* which also fixes their salaries. The following is a list of the pree- 
ent oflioers : Wm. M. Awl, M. D., Principal Physician. David Chanr 
hers, BL D., Assistant Physician. J. L. Preston, Steward. Mrs. C. 
W. Atcherson, Matron. 

The salary of Dr. Awl is understood to be $1500 ; that of the Assist- 
ant Physician $400. . The annual expense of the institution cannot as 
yet be ascertained : when in full operation, it will probably be about 
$15,000, inclusive of clothing and all supplies for the paupers, who con- 
stitute, it is said, a large majority of the household. The treatment, 
according to Dr. Awl, is conducted upon general pathological princi- 
ples, conjoined with a nice parental course, calculated to while away 
the sorrows and afflictions of the diseased mind. 

Eye Infirmary. Another public charity is the Cincinnati Eye Infirm- 
ary. This institution, which was incorporated by the Creneral Assem- 
bly of Ohio,about ten years ago, is under the exclusive management of 
Professor Drake, its distinguished founder. It has been supported 
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ehieflf by private donatioMi and has aflbrded relief to an Immenw 
number of indigent persons who resort to it annually fVom different 
parts oftbe Western country. It may be mentioned here that opthal- 
mic diseases, especially cataract and amaurosis, are exceedingly com- 
mon in Ohio and the circumjacent States. For the relief of these affbc- 
tioni, many persons visit Cincinnati.

MEDICAL SOCIETY OF OEOROIA.

The board continued t» 
hold its annual meetings in MiUedgeville,the oapitol, and prevented 
whom it pleased, except the regularly qualified, ftom exercising th* 
healing art with the hope of reward, till 1836, when the legislature, tea 
years after the formation d the board of censors, licensed the Thomso- 
nians, which seems to have so completely discouraged and disgusted 
the members of the board, that they have not met since, nor will they* 
says pr. Paul F. Eve, a distinguished proAssor of surgery, in the Medi- 
cal College of Georgia, "till quackery is abolished by the legislature." 

MEDICAL SOCIETIES OF THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

By an act of Congress, Feb., 1819, " Tko Mtdual Society of the Die- 
triet of Columbia^ was incorporated, and in July, 1838, the charter was 
re-enacted, with amendments.

Consumption of Opitan in China. — In 1816-17, the import of Indian 
Opium was 3210 chests, value $3,657,000. 1891-22, it amounted to 
4^ chests, value $8,314,600. In 18a8-£9, 13,132 chests, value $12,- 
535,115. In 1832-33, 22,670 chests, value $15,332,759. In 1837-38, 
90,040 chests, value $10,883,157. This includes only the opium sold 
at the outside station, and not that carried up the coast. In 1832-33 
the quantity was larger than ever before or since ; the quantity deliv- 
ered, exclusive of Turkey Opium, being from 1831 to 1838, an average 
of 18,820 chesU, value $12,198,578. It will he seen that the quantity 
has increased, while the value is much diminished ; for in 1820 21, 
4,770 chests were sold for $8,400,000, while 20,040 chesU in 1837-38 
produced only $10,883,157, and in the intermediate season of 1827-28, 
9535 chests produced $10,425,075. This statement only shows the 
deliveries at Lintin, besides which a considerable trade has been car- 
ried on along the coast, mostly in British vessels. During the seasod 
of 1836-37, the whole value of Opium imported into China, including 
Turkey, was but little short of twenty millions of dollars, or about 
28,197 chests, whereas the deliveries at Lintin that season were onlv 
21 ,509 chests, value $14,287,330— consequently about 7000 chests, val. 
ue about $5,500,000, must have found a market along the coast, and it 
maj be safely estimated that, during the season of 1837-^, tht 
amount thus disposed of exceeoed that sum, and most have added sii 
millions to the $10,883,157 set down in the table. 
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KATIIBAL HISTOBF OF THE LEECB. 
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this membrane u formed, the oteriu expels its contents into it and the 
head of the leech is then wiUidrawn from the membrane as from a 
ring. This is afterwards covered with a spongy . envelope of dense 
fibres, interlaced in such a manner as to permit the air and water to 
penetrate to the inner membrane or eopsuie. The capsule, when this 
IS completed, resembles the cocoon of the silkworm, except in being 
smaller. From six to fifteen germs are deposited in each capsule. 
When the young animal is developed he pierces the innef capsule 
and makes his way through the net work of the outer one, at what> 
ever part is most easily penetrated. The period occupied in the 
hatching and escape of the young leech is prohablv about six weeks. 
Leeches have been otiserved to produce their capsule everyseeond or 
third day, until they have produced from six to twelve. The young 
are at first of a white color or transparent. The leech is long-liveo, 
having been known to exist a period of at least twenty years. The 
leech gatherers report that it comes to its maturity in five years. 
They are seldom known to multiply in confinement m close vessels, 
but seem to require for a nidus for their young, the sides of ponds^ or 
a quantity of clay. The food of leeches seems to be tbe fluids of nsh, 
frc^, &c., to which Uiey adhere, and they in turn are devoured by 
•everal kinds of fish. It is probable likewise that they are supported 
by the animalculn of the water and mud in which they exist. Th«y 
liave been known te destroy one another, although this propensity is 
rarely exhibited. The leech lives a long time without requiring a 
new supply of food, partly from the power of enduring abstinence, but 
principally flt>m the accumulation of food which its series of stom- 
achs enable it to provide. 

Leeches may be kept for use in jars of pure water, but a more con> 
▼anient way and more healthful to the leech^ is to place them in a 
box or bucket with balls of moist clay of the size of hens* eggs. The 
moisture of the clay is all which they require.

■howing a regularly inoreaaing bill of mortality for the last 3 years, 
and that the deaths for the whole term have been 1 out of 39 prison- 
ers, or about 3 1-3 per cent. This is a loss of 3 lives annually, in ev- 
ery 900 prisoners, over and above the loss by death in Prisons on the 
Auburn plan j or destroying by the slow process of the system, at 
least 5 more lives than ought to have been destroyed in that institu- 
tion the last year. The physician goes into a labored examination of 
the Prison and hospital records, to show that the colored, and not the 
white prisoners were most liable to die under this system— as tlioogh 
this would atone for the evil ; and the inspectors say, " Ji majcrit^ qf 
those v)ho died vterein a diseased state qf body vhen admiUedt" and "re- 
fer to the report of the physician on this and other points connected 
with the diseases of the institution"; while the phjrsician. intheieport 
referred to, says that 9 out of 17 (L e. a majority) who died were in 
good health wnen admitted. We nave quoted from the inspectors' re- 
port, page 4, as above; and we here subjioin the tables frem the physi- 
eian*s report, showing that the phvsician says a majoriry of those who 
died were in good health when admitted, while the inspectors say a 
majority of those who died were in a diseased state of the body 
when admitted, and refer to the physicians' statement to prove the 
truth of their declaration.

From the Physician qf the Baltimore PemtetUiarg, I cannot oon- 
dade this paper, without advertinc to one cause of disease, which 
comes under our care, and which demands a speedy remedy. I allude 
to the deplorable condition in which prisoners are kept in the County 
Jails, while awaiting trial. The Jails of Maryland afford abundant 
opportunity for the exertions of the philanthropy of a Howard. 

Season and humanity forbid that a person merely suspected of 
crime, should be subjected to greater punishment than is inflicted 
upon these who are convicted and condemned ; yet such is the case in 
our state. The inmates of Jails are not provided with beds or 
bedding. They lie on the bare floor, even in the winter time, some- 
times during an entire winter. They are not afiorded a change c£ 
garment. As they fall into the hands of the law, so they lie ; and 
conse(|[uently mamr of them remain for months in a most disgusting 
condition — cold^ filthy, and swarmed with veimin. Under these cir- 
eumstauces, it is not surprising that disease often results, or that, 
when it has previously existed, it should be highly aggravated. 

When a sickness occurs, tnere is no infirmary, or sick ward, to 
which the patient may be conveyed for treatment. A physician at- 
tends, to do what can be done under the circumstances ; and surely 
no physician has more unpleasant duties to perfoim, or more obstacles 
to contend with. He finds his patient stretched in a corner of the 
common room, enveloped in filth and vermin. Perhaps a few blankets 
may be spread beneath him, or a bag of hay, possibly, in extreme 
eases, may be procured. But this is the extent of the accommoda- 
tions accessible to the poor wretch suspected of crime. 

It is no wonder that many cases of disease, originating in the Jaili, 
are subsequently burthensome to the Penitentiary. 

Sometimes persons convicted of crimes or misdemeanors, are sen- 
tenced to confinement in the Jails for considerable periods : and under 
the circumstances above mentioned, the punishment is oreadful in- 
deed — too barbarous for any but an Alzenne law to inflict. 

May not somethinc be done to remedy these evils f Surely, if they 
admit of a remedy, humanity calls loudly for its application. 

JVeto Penitemtiary in WashmgUm^ D. C. Deaths, in 1837, none. 
There has never been but one death in this institution since its com- 
mencement in April, 1831 ; sliowiDg a healthfulness surpassed by no 
similar institution iu the country. 
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JVte PmutaUianf tm Tenn$8»ee. Deaths in 9 yean. 13 ; ihowinc 
an uaoaaal mortalitv, for which no cause in assigned ; but it is stated 
in the report that the recommendation of the physician had not yet 
been carried into effect, advising that ventilators shoad ho opened 
in the cells. The want of them is uaquestionably injurioas to the 
health of the Prison. 

PenUetUiary qf KeiUuekif. Deaths in 1837, 3. It was not uncom- 
mon for 40 or 50 to be in the hospital at the same time that year. 

JWio Pmtitentiarji m OAto. I>eaths in 1837, 9 : average number of 
prisoners, 353; showing a bill of mortality a little less favorable than 
we should expect from this new and admirable institution. It is true, 
that it is considerably improved from last year, when the number of 
deaths was 11, out of an average of two hundred and ninety prisoneis. 
We think the time is not distant, when the mortalitv in this Prison 
will not exceed 3 per cent. We doubt, however, wnether it will be 
thus diminished while the convicts are confined in their solitary cells 
during the seventh part of time, the weekly Sabbath } thus making 
the Lord's dav, instead of a day of rent and refreshment from the 
wearisome labors of the week, a day of severe punishment in solita- 
ry cells. 

Louiaiana PetutsrOiarfft ot Baton Rouge, Number of Prisoners in 
1637, 113, 1836, 106. Deaths in 1637. 7. "The abolition of ootitatjeonr 
JtnemotU in the Penitentiary of Louisiana, and the substitution of con- 
finement at labor, as a punishment is better adapted to the accomplish- 
ment of the objects of criminal justice, and more in accordance with 
the dictates of humanity." 

One reason assigned for this, is, that, ** experience has shoWn, that 
very few constitutions can stand solitary confinement in this climate." 

MoMaehuseUi State Prison. The Massachusetts State Prison is 
situated at the west of the town of Charlestown : it is enclosed bv a 
high solid stone wall and consists of the old prison, built in 180i^ 
and the new prison, constructed 1839 ; it has also a large chapel and 
extensive workshops. Durinx the ni^ht and at their meals each con- 
vict is in his cell ; they assemble twice daily in the chapel for reli- 
gious services, and have a Sunday school and religious exercises on 
Sunday. So far as moral treatment goes^he system pursued at this 
institution seems to be nearly perfect. The old prison which was 
constructed on the plan of confining several convicts in the same cell 
is now used for officers' apartments, store rooms, 4bc The Hospital 
of the institution is situated in the south part of the old prison and is 
under the care of William J. Walker, M. D. The physician makoa 
his visit every day at 6 A. M., in the summer and the hour preceding 
breakfast in winter, and at such other times as may be necessary. It it 
a singular fact that the ratio of mortality among the convicts at this 
institution appears to be less than among those who are at liberty. Dur* 
ing the year ending 30th Sept. 1837^ the average number of convicte 
was 388 : the whole number of patients admitted into the Hospital 
!W6 aggregate number of days residence in the Hoepital 4415. Num- 
ber of invalids for the day 3(w.

From which it appears that the average mortality in thin institu- 
tion for the last five years has been one in sixty one and about two 
thirds. 

LAWS OF HUMAN MORTALITY, 

BY LEMUEL SHATTUCK, 18^. 

Human life is subject to general laws. Our bodies 
are developed during the first twenty yean of life, and 
exist in a state of maturity until the age of fifty or sixty ; 
afterwards they begin to decay, and few survive the age 
of ei^rhty or ninety. We carry with us from the moment 
of birth a liability to disease and death, and may be 
placed in circumstances, either voluntarily, or from ne- 
cessity, which will terminate our existence at an^ aee. 
This IS the inevitable law of our nature. Death is cRs- 
tributed so uniformly among mankind, tliat the average 
period of life of a thousand infants will vary very litfle 
from that of another thousand born in the same country 
and station of life. This law varies in its operation in a 
great variety of ways, according to the place, condition, 
or circumstances of individuals. In almost every com- 
munity there exists almost as many different circum- 
stances as there are individuals, ana death comes at all 
affes ; to some ages, however, more firequently than to 
others. If, from a series of observations, the number of 
the population, the births, and the deaths of the different 
ages and sexes, were correctly known in a given place, 
the liability to disease and death at any age, in any such 
place, and under any circumstances, may be calculated 
with considerable certainty. Such observations are call- 
ed bUlSy or (more correctly) tables of mortality^ and the 
results of such a calculation is called the law (f mortality 
for the population of such a place. 

Different methods have been adopted by scientifie 
men to determine the law of mortality. One of these in 
to ascertain the mean or average age, or the a^ at which 
a given number of individuals, who die at ditterent ases, 
would live, if they all attained the same age, and died at 
the same time. Another method is to ascertain the pro- 
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portion per cent, of a known number surviving a giyen 
tigCf wlio will die before tbej attain the next higher giv- 
en age. Another, and perhaps the best metiiod. is, to 
ascertain from observations made for a series of yearsy 
the proportion per cent, of those dying to the living at 
all ages. This law has been commonly expressed by the 
term expectation of life, or vie probable^ that is, the ascer- 
tained age at which half the number living at any age 
will be dead. This is also called the mean duration of 
life at that age. Thus in D. Wigglesworth's table, ?iyen 
on next page, opposite the age of 40, and under the bead, 
expectation of life, we find ^604, and opposite 70 we find 
1006, mepning that, according to this table, persons who 
live to 40 years old, will, on the average, attain 26 
years more, and persons who live to 70 years old, wiU| 
on the average, attain 10 years more. 

It is of great importance to science and the people gen- 
erally, that the law of mortality, in all places and under 
all circumstances, should be known. The principles of 
life insurance and life contingency cannot be known 
without a knowledge of it; neither can the comparative 
healthiness or unhealtbiness of different places and dif- 
ferent circumstances. The value of life varies according 
as this law is favorable or unfavorable. If a population 
live, on the average, 30 years in one place and 40 in an- 
other, life will be 25 per cent, more valuable in one than 
in the other. But it is difficult, if not impossible, from 
the facts already in existence in this country, to ascertain 
it with certain^, since we have no efficient system of re- 
gistration. The isolated mortuary registers, and registers 
of births, which have been kept, are too imperfect, £[en- 
arally , to form the basis of accurate scientific calculation. 

Rev. Edward Wigglesworth, D. D., of Cambridge, 
calculated the expectation of life in New- England, and 

Sublished his tables in 1793, in the second volume of the 
lemoirs of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences. 
This table, an abstract of which is subjoined, has been 
adopted by the Massachusetts Life Insurance Company, 
and by the Supreme Court of Massachusetts, as the 
standard by which to calculate the value of life, the 
rights of dower, and questions of a similar nature, 
under all circumstances. It was, however, calculated 
from the mortuary registers alone, and is of course very 
erroneous. Under the ave of 35 the mortality is stated 
by D. Wigglesworth to be higher than the fact, and at 
the age above 35 to be lower than the fact. 
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Table showing tke deaths, the surviving, and the expectation 
of life in J^Teto- England, according to D. Wigglesworth ; 
and also the expectation of life in Carlisle, according to 
Mr. Milne.

The table of Mr. Milne is considered as the best stand- 
ard for healthy life in England. It is probable, if proper 
data could be obtained, on which to make a calculation 
of the expectation of life in New-England, that the mor- 
tality would be lower here than this table indicates. Yet 
according to Dr. Wlgglesworth's table the expectation 
at 5 years of age, is 10,57 years, or one quarter less than 
at Carlisle ; and by an inspection of the table, it will 
appear to be less in the other a^s, though not in the 
same proportion, till the age of 50. Above that age the 
difference is the other way. 

The deaths in Boston, including whites and blacks, for 
10 years, 1826—1835, were 13,107, and these were divid- 
ed among the different periods of life accordin&r to the 
following table. One tenth of these numbers will be the 
average for each year. The population, according to 
the census of 1830, is also given in the table. By dis- 
tributing the 1875 blacks among the whites in the dif- 
ferent ages of the living, and the 126 deaths of unknown 
ages among the different ages of the dying, and di-vid- 
ms one by the other, the law of mortality for the popu- 
lation of Boston will be obtained. I have, given the 
result of this calculation in the table, and also a similar 
calculation for Carlisle, taken firom the Life Tables of 
Mr Edmunds.

By this table it appears that the proportional mortality 
is greater in Carlisle than in Boston under the age of 
20, and between the ages of 80 and 90. At the other 
periods of life it is greater in Boston. Between the sfes 
of 50 and 60, and ^ and 100, there is the greatest dif&r- 
ence, beins in the former 123, and in the latter 232. The 
mean of Sl\ ages is 2,13 per cent, in Boston, and 2,50 
in Carlisle, exhibiting a difference of ,37 in favor of the 
former. It ought to be remarked, however, that this 
presents only an approximation to the true law of mor- 
tality for our population generally, since it would not be 
safe to take a single series of observations made on a 
population so changeable as that of Boston, to establish 
a general law. 

1 have before me a large number of bills of mortality 
which I have collected at considerable labour and ex- 
pense, with a view to establish the laws of mortality in 
this country under various circumstances. But my col- 
lection is as yet less complete than I could wish. Through 
the kindness of those who have promised their aid and of 
others, I hope to obtain further observations and to have 
the means to form tables sufficiently correct for all prac- 
tical purpofei. 
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STATISTICS OF CONSUMPTION. 

BY LEMUEL SHATTUCK. 

Consumption causes more deaths in all civilized coun- 
tries than any other disease. The relative proportion of 
mortality, which it produces in comparison with other 
diseases, is not, however, generally understood. Its 
prevalence and progress in this country has not heen 
fully investigated, but the subject is worthy the attention 
of any one who regards the welfare and happiness of the 
people ; and all facts which concern it should be pre- 
served. I have before me several tables of mortality in 
which the diseases are specified, from which 1 have 
compiled the following table. (See next page.) It pre- 
sents some important mcts, and suggests considerations 
which should arrest the attention of the medical profes- 
sion. I have instituted a comparison between different 
periods in the same place, showing the prevalence and 
the indications of an increase or decrease. The whole 
deaths by all diseases and the deaths by consumption are 
given for the period specified. The two last columns 
will show the proportion which the number caused by 
consumption bears to the whole deaths, one its relation 
to 100, the other the relation that 1 bears to it. 

The greatest proportion in any place, according to this 
table, was in the Island of Nantucket, having been 32.19 
per cent. ; but of the 264 deaths in that place, 42 are 
said to have been by Pulmonary Consumption, and 43 
by Hectic Decay ^ which I have classed together as synony- 
mous. The terms are very indefinite, however. This 
number probably embraced some cases by other diseases. 
The place being next highest in proportion is Brookline, 
for 1806—1812 ; the next, Amherst, N. H., and the next, 
Salem. All these places are considered healthy. The 
lowest rate is in Hopkinton, N. H., being 10 per cent, 
for 1823. This, however, is but for a single year, and 
should not be taken as a general rule for the prevalence 
of the disease in that place. 

It appears from this table that consumption in nearly 
all the cities is on the decrease. I am inclined to think 
this is the fact.

The return of the disease, however, in this as in most 
of the tables of mortality, compiled several years since, 
should not be taken without some allowance for the dif- 
ferent circumstances in which they were obtained. A 
more accurate system of diagnosis is now observed, and 
the physician is better able to determine the peculiar 
characteristic and classification of the diseases. There 
are, without doubt, some deaths in the early periods 
embraced in this table, which were returned as having 
been caused by consumption, but which the more accu- 
rate scientific knowledge of the later periods would have 
considered as caused by some other disease. This 
allowance should be made in comparing the period 
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1811--1820 with that of 1831^1838. The deaths in the 
principal cities will appear more clearly by the following 
arrangement of the facts.

From this statement it appears that a greater decrease 
has occurred in Boston than in either of the other cities, 
being nearly 8 per cent, between the first and last periods, 
while New York has decreased 5,66, and Philadelphia 
2,57. In Baltimore the proportion has continued about 
tlie same. 

The disease prevails in Europe to about the same ex- 
tent as it does in its most ikyorite resorts in this country. 
It was the opinion of Dr. Young, who wrote in 1815, 
that 25 per cent, of all the mortality in England and 
Ireland was occasioned by consumption. Sir James 
Clark, the author of a valuable treatise on the disease, 
and whose opportunities for observation were extensive, 
states the number to be apparently higher. He thinks 
the disease is on the decrease among the lower classes, 
but on the increase among the middle and upper classes 
of society. He estimates it in 1700 at 14,50 per cent. ; 
in 1700 to 1750, at 21 ,4 per cent. ; in 1750 to 1801, at 
26,3 per cent. ; in 1801 to 1811, at 28,80 ; in 1811—1821 , 
at 31,61 , and for the 121 years at 24,50 per cent., or 1 in 
4. He was of the opinion in 1835, that after deducting 
the deaths in early infancy, a third part of the mortality 
in England arose from the tubercular disease. 

I am inclined to think this estimate is too high. It 
appears from MarshalFs Mortality of London, Uiat for 
1811—1820, of 190,568 deaths recorded in the bills of 
mortality, 43,938, or 23,82 per cent., and in 1821—1830, 
of 209,096 deaths, 48,131, or 23,01 per cent., were by 
consumption. Of the deaths which took place in Eng- 
land and Wales for the 6 months ending Dec. 31, 1837, 
according to the Report of the Registrar General, 18,15 
per cent, of the males, and 21 ,07 per cent, of the females, 
were by this disease. The tables of mortality for Ham- 
burgh for 8 years, 1831—1838, show that of 41,263 
deaths, 6,934, or 16,84 per cent, were by consumption. 
About the same per cent, of the deaths in Paris and 
Vienna, are supposed to be occasioned by phthisis. 
These proportions are rather less than those of the esti- 
mate of Dr. Clark. 
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The deaths by consumption of the different sexes in 
New York and rhiladelphia, were as follows :

From this statement it does not appear to attack one 
sex more than the other. But according to 5 bills of 
mortality for Portsmouth, N. H., for 1818, 1823, 1829, 
1830, 1832, which I have before me, out of 114 dea.thB 
by this disease, 34 were males and 80 females, showing 
a very great proportion of mortality of the latter. From 
other facts I am inclined to think that females are more 
liable to the disease than males. 

The tables of mortality for Philadelphia have been 
made out for several years, so as to exhibit the ages of 
^e deaths by different diseases. The New York tables 
have also been made out in a similar manner since 1836. 
The Boston tables do not exhibit these important facts. 
The following table shows the ages at which consump- 
tion proves most fatal.

It appears from this table that the ases from 20 to 30 
prove most fatal to the disease, and a&r that the liabil- 
ity constantly diminishes. 

It has been supposed that the seasons of the ^ear have 
some influence in the fatal termination of this disease. I 
have the means at present of presenting the following 
facts, taken from the Portsmouth and New York Tables, 
to illustrate this point, showing the number that died 
of consumption in each place in every month of the year.

From this table it appears that the months which ez- 
Jiibit the least mortality in some years exhibit the great- 
est in others, and the nicts arc not sufficiently numerous 
to establish any general law on the subject. 

After making, however, sufficient allowance for inac- 
curacies in the statements made in this paper, in regard 
to Europe and this country, the facts are of the utmost 
importance. The disease seems to prevail universally, in 
the cities and in the country, and among people of dif- 
ferent occupations and classes in society, and in places 
considered generally healthy, as well as those considered 
unhealthy. Perhaps more accurate observations in this 
country would establish the same law, as is said to exist 
in England in regard to this disease : " that where the 
proportion of deaths from phthisis compared with the to- 
tal deaths is high, the whole mortality is low, and the 
absolute mortality from phthisis itself is low." 

If consumption is so fatally prevalent as here indicated, 
(which I cannot doubt is generally the fact,) it is a dis- 
ease more to be dreadea than the smallpox, yellow 
fever, or Asiatic Cholera, since its tendency, when once 
seated, is to resist every effort of the physician to effect 
a cure, and its termination more certain. The ^at 
aim should be to investigate minutely, both by living 
patients and post mortem examinations, facts regarding 
the distinctive characteristics, varieties and classification 
of the disease ; and to devise and adopt proper means of 
prevention. Any one, who has a constitution predis- 
posed to the disease, should guard against any cause 
which would produce and develope it. 

NoTK. Mr. Shattuck, wishing to inveitigate more fully the sub- 
jects, connected with the longevity and laws of life and mortality in 
this country, would esteem it a great favor if physicians, clergymen, 
and others, would prepare and send to him, either directly, or to the 
care of the editor of the Medical and Surgical Journal, the bills of 
mortality in their reipective townaibr the current and past year. — Ed,

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APPLICATION OF REMEDIES TO EXTERNAL 
PARTS OF THE BODY.

Cutaneous frictions, with medicinal substances, have 
long been in use. Mercurial unguents, for example, have 
been and still are employed in the treatment of syph- 
ilitic cases; and various liniments are in common 
vogue for external injuries as well as for local pains, 
arising from internal causes. The former are seen to 
affect the whole system with greater or less facility, ac- 
cording to the natural constitution or morbid condition 
of the patient. The latter are considered by most physi- 
cians and surgeons as having no influence on the whole 
system, and no local influence but what is produced by 
the friction with which they are applied. This opinion 
is supported by the notoriously slow action of the lym- 
phatic vessels, both external and internal. 

The establishment of the doctrine of imMbitionf says 
Dr. Warren, by the multiplied experiments of late phys- 
iologists, opens to us new views of the practicabilitv of 
using external remedies , for it appears that there is a 
power in the animal organization, by which substances 
applied to the living textures, are diffused through the 
system with surprising facility. A solution of the prus- 
siate of potass injected into the lungs, may be detected 
in the blood in from two to five minutes. Ei^ht minutes 
afler injection into the lungs, it may be discovered in 
the urine ; and in most of the textures of the body, at 
periods too short to admit the supposition that it had 
been introduced by the action of tho absorbent vessels. 
These experiments have been repeated in a great variety 
of forms by some of the best physiologists of Europe, 
with similar results ; so that the aoctrine of imbibition, 
or the permeation of textures through their invisible 
pores, and independently of the absorbent action, and 
perhaps of any vascular action, is considered as one of 
the best established fkcts in physiology. 

Substances applied to the surface of the body, while 
covered by its cuticle, are not imbibed with the same 
facility as those introduced through internal organs. 
Tho cuticle is destined by nature to prevent this imbibi- 
tion. When, however, the application is made in a 
liquid state, and continued for some time, the catiole 
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becomes penetrated and the liquid is imbibed into the 
system, either through the inyisiile pores, or it is taken 
in b^ a vital absorption through the lymphatic or san- 
^i&rous vessels. The utility of this mode of introduc- 
ing medicinal substances is obvious, and particularly in 
two cases. First, in local disease, in which it is desirable 
to operate on the part affected, rather than on the whole 
system. Secondly, in cases where those substances 
cannot be received or not retained by the stomach. 
It is to the second description of cases that my attention 
has been mostly directed. I am satisfied that the Hun- 
terian doctrine of treating local disease by constitutional 
remedies, has been carried farther than Hunter would 
have wished. I have been desirous to ascertain whether 
individual articles could be readily introduced without 
friction, in a convenient time, and whether an influence 
could be produced on local ajSections, without passing 
them through the stomach and intestines. This investi- 
gation is attended with obvious difficulties, and must re- 
quire a long series of observations to produce satisfactory 
results. 

It is more than a year that my attention has been 
directed to it, but, though the trials have been numerous, 
I consider them as merely initiatory, and calculated to 
call the attention of others to the subject. This is not 
the place to give details of cases in which these trials 
have been made. I shall only state some of the effects 
of this mode of application, and refer the prosecution 
of the^ subject to a future time. 

Considering that the effects of purgatives would be 
one of those most easily detected, I fixed on a patient 
who had been under my care for some weeks, for a nerv- 
ous affection, and who had, during that period, been 
habitually costive, and had required a purgative medi- 
cine or an enema, every other day. On four ounces of 
the leaves of senna, water was poured sufficient to mois- 
ten them. Thus prepared the mass was placed in a thin 
bag, which was placed on the surface of tlie abdomen. In 
four hours after, the patient had a copious dejection from 
the bowels. Two days after, the same application was 
made, with the addition of a small portion of camphor 
and spirits of turpentine. The evacuations at this time 
took place in an hour and a half, and were copious. A 
considerable number of similar applications were made 
to the same patient, and commonly with the same result. 

In order to ascertain whether the evacuations miir^ ^ 
havo been caused by the heat and moisture, I dirr 
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this and some other cases, fomentations of warm water, 
or warm poultices, for same length of time, without pro- 
ducing any evacuations. The leaves of senna were 
employed in a considerable number of cases, and some- 
times jalup or rhubarb, or the saline purgatives were ad- 
ded, and the operation was rendered more active by the 
addition of those articles. Spirits of turpentine and 
camphor, especially the former, when added to the pur- 
gatives, quickened their operation. 

Females with delicate skins were more readily affect- 
ed than others. Labourers, seamen, and generally those 
who had led a life of exposure, could not be purged 
in the space of time during which the application could 
be continued without annoying the patient. I have not 
been fully satisfied that a cathartic operation could be 
produced by the application of the articles to the extrem- 
ities ; but this may be attributed to the want of a suf- 
ficiently long and extensive trial. 

The substances used to produce local effects were 
principally tobacco, stramonium, belladonna, opium, 
iodine, chloride of mercury, &c. Tobacco was rarely 
employed without giving evidence of its action. A 
young woman who had partially ruptured the tendons 
of the extensor muscles of the thigh, above the patella, 
nine months before, had a stiff knee, which was thought 
immoveably anchylosed. An ounce of the leaves of 
tobacco was moistened with hot water and applied over 
the articulation. The joint became slightly moveable 
afler the first application ; and by repeating it five or six 
times at intervals of two or three days, it would admit of 
considerable motion, and she at length obtained the use 
of the limb, with scarcely a perceptible lameness. The 
constitutional effects were powerful, and interfered witli 
the local treatment. About three hours afler the tobacco 
was used, the patient began to complain of headache, 
then vertigo, nausea and vomiting, heat, dryness of tlie 
tongue, and the pulse was raised to a hundred, and con- 
tinued so for a day or two. 

Stramonium and belladonna, whether used in fomen- 
tations or plasters, caused headache, dizziness, dryness 
of the mouth, and dilated pupil. Opium was prescribed 
with excellent effect in a considerable number of instan- 
ces. Stramonium, next to opium, seems to have the 
greatest effect in relieving pain through the medium of 
the skin. I have frequently applied large plasters com- 
posed of equal parts of extract of stramonium and adhe- 
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sive plaster, to the back and to the limbs, for local pains, 
with decided relief. A plaster of foar by eight inches, 
on the back, relieved a chronic pain, in five or six hours, 
and I was satisfied that the relief was effected hy this 
medicine, from repeated trials under di£&rent circum« 
stances, and from its imbibition or absorption being prov- 
ed by its specific effects on the head, particularly a dilata- 
tion of the pupil, a symptom not produced but by par* 
ticular narcotics. Opium, for example, I have never 
known to dilate the pupil, however powerful its influ- 
ence might be on the system. The tincture of iodine 
and its salts have been freely employed in scrofulous 
complaints. One part of the tincture to seven parts of 
water, conmionly irritated the skin, and as my object 
was to avoid this consequence, I was obliged to weaken 
this mixture, in some cases to one sixteenth of the tinc- 
ture, and in others, to a thirty-second part. When used 
in this manner over a considerable surfiice, the iodine 
could be detected in the urine after a lapse of one or 
two days. Whether it was beneficial, I am not prepared 
to say, although it was tried in a great number of cases. 

Females, as before stated, were more easily affected 
than males, and children more easily than adults. In a 
state of disease which does not permit the use of medi- 
cines through the digestive organs, as in stupor, in 
refractory disposition of the child, and in obstinate vom* 
iting, this mode may be adopted, and if extensively 
applied, with tolerable certainty. A general bath, either 
by fomentations or immersions in the medicated liquor, 
might be sometimes necessary. Whether the applica- 
tion be general or partial, some length of time seems to 
be required : that is, from one to six hours, for a mild 
substance like senna ; while tobacco, when applied even 
to the limb of an adult, I have known to produce affec- 
tions of distant organs, in thirty minutes. The length 
of time required renders it quite possible that the sub- 
stance may be taken up by absorption as well as by 
imbibition. Of the existence of the latter action, I have 
no doubts. Of that of the former, there is not so clear 
proof. 

It is scarcely necessary to remark that this practice 
presents an additional power to the physician and sur- 
geon. There are, as before stated, especially two states 
m which it may be resorted to with advanta^. First, 
to produce a local effect on a local disease, without act- 
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ing on the whole body, or at least not in the same 
degree as on the part affected. Substances taken into 
the stomach in order to effect a local object, being diffused 
through the whole mass of blood, must act with com- 
parative weakness on any one part. The same substance 
applied locally, and imbibed through the invisible pores, 
may be supposed to act more powerfully on the parts 
about it, than on those at a distance : ii however, we 
make exceptions in favor of these remedies, which nave 
what is called a specific action ; for example, that of 
belladonna on the eye, or of senna on the intestines. 
Liniments which we commonly believe to operate by 
the direct and sympathetic effects of friction, undoubt- 
edly exert other influences on the neighboring parts. 

A second case in which it may be convenient to use 
external, instead of internal remedies, is where the cir- 
cumstances of the case forbid the introduction of the 
latter into the stomach. Some of these circumstances 
have already been mentioned j namely, stupor, obstinacy 
in the patient, and vomiting. In the peritoneal inflam- 
mation of children, the use of purgative fomentations 
to the abdomen, has an excellent effect, by combining 
the use of warmth and moisture to that region, with 
the laxative influence on the intestines. 

THE STARCH BANDAGE, OR IMMOVEABLE APPARATUS 
FOR THE TREATMENT OF FRACTURES.

The introduction into surgery of what has been called 
the immoveable apparatus fur the treatment of fractures, 
has created almost an era in that branch of the science. 
One of the greatest obstacles which the surgeon has 
alwayg had to combat in the treatment of fractures, par- 
ticularly of the lower extremities, has been the loss of 
strength to the patient necessarily induced by confine- 
ment in a recumbent posture, ana of a complete state of 
repose, even when confined to the bed. This difficulty 
seems almost entirely obviated by the use of the immove- 
able apparatus, which, afler a comparatively short period 
of rest, allows the patient to rise from the bed, and by 
the use of crutches, take considerable exercise, having 
thus a powerful means for maintaining the healthy 
action of all the functions during the cure. 

For the purpose of transportation in cases of military 
surgery, this apparatus seems almost invaluable. 

A bandage made stiff bv saturation with the white of 
^SS^i b^ long been used by Larry in the Military Hob- 
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pitals of France, but it has not been found to be of gen- 
eral application. The honor of proposing a substance of 
easy application, one which is almost always to be ob- 
tained, and of demonstrating the uses to which this 
bandage may be applied, has been reserved for M. Sentin, 
a distinguished surgeon of Brussels. 

The starch bandage may be employed in almost any 
fractures of the upper or lower extremities ; a fracture of 
the neck of the thigh bone may perhaps be excepted. 
From the necessarily limited space which can be allot- 
ted for the consideration of the subject, we proceed at 
once to state generally the method of its application. 

The fractured bones being adjusted as nearly as possi- 
ble, a common roller should be applied over the whole 
limb. If the case should happen to be one of a compound 
fracture of the leg, the eighteen tailed bandage may be 
substituted, as the use or the roller, by disturbing too 
much the injured parts, might cause considerable suflTer- 
ing to the patient. Two pieces of pasteboard softened 
by immersion in hot Water, should now be carefully 
moulded to both sides of the limb, care being taken to 
protect by compresses, any part where it might produce 
irritation. 

Over the pasteboard thus adjusted, a second roller should 
be placed which has been previously allowed to soak in 
a strong solution of starch. As the roller is applied the 
starch should be freely rubbed on with the hand, so as to 
completely saturate it in every part. A third, or even a 
fourth bandage may be employed, if the fractured part 
should require the support. The limb should now be 
placed in a favorable position, and as much as possible 
exposed to the air, in order to assist the drying of the 
bandage. To prevent any distortion which might arise 
from the yielding of the pasteboard before it is thoroughly 
hardened, splints may be used to afford a temporary sup- 
port. As soon as the bandage is sufficiently dried, the 
splints may be removed, the patient allowed to rise, if 
the case be one of fracture of the lower extremity, and 
the limb being supported by a sling secured to it and 
carried over the neck, to get about with the use of 
crutches. 

Some of the French surgeons have directed their 
patients to bear the weight of the body on the injured 
limb from the first, but this seems at the most but a 
doubtful practice. 

It may here be added that in cases of fracture of 
the thigh, the pasteboard splint should bo of sufficient 
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length to extend from one extremity of the limh to the 
other, being somewhat enlarged where opposed to the 
muscles of the \es and thiffh. 

A question which will naturally arise is, how soon 
after the fracture shall the bandage be applied ? In 
those cases where the fracture is seen sufficiently early 
and before the swelling has appeared, it may be applied 
immediately, and often seems beneficial in preventing 
tumefaction of the limb. In general, however, it will 
be found that the swelling has already taken place, and 
it will be necessary to wait until this has subsided, be- 
fore the bandage can be used, as on a too early applica- 
tion, the decrease of the swelling would leave it entire- 
ly loose. 

At the end of a week^ or less if indicated, the first 
bandage should be removed, by cutting it off with a 
sharp pointed knife, the state of the limb examined, 
and if necessary, any deviation of the fractured bones 
adjusted. A second bandage may be then applied, which 
in general suffices till the complete union of^the parts. 

In cases of compound fracture it may be found neces- 
sary to make an opening into the apparatus over the 
wound to allow of^the escape of pus, blood, etc., which 
will be manifested by the bandage becoming moist. In 
some cases, where the wound is not severe, the applica- 
tion of the bandage seems at once to check all discbarge. 

In order to judge of the state of the limb, and to show 
that the compression is not obstructing the circulation, 
the extremity of it may be left uncovered, thus, the fin- 
gers, if the fracture be of the arm, and the toes, in case 
of the leff, should be left free to serve as an index of the 
state of the limb above. This plan removes the great 
objection to the use of the starch bandage, which at first 
seems a startling one, namely, the impossibility of 
judging of the state of parts so completely shut out 
from view. 

In the application of this apparatus it is not always 
necessary that the pasteboard splint should be used, and 
in fact many of the French surgeons depend on the 
bandage alone. If the fracture be of the thigh, how- 
ever, the support derived from the pasteboard seems 
indispensable. In some of the French hospitals, for the 
sake of economy, rollers have been made of strips of 
brown paper. These beincr thoroughly starched, have 
seemed to answer as well, if not better, than the com- 
mon cotton or linen rollers^ and they have the advantage 
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of beiB^ alwayi easily proonred. M. Velpeaa has intro- 
daced into his practice, in the place of starch, a glutin- 
ous preparation called dextrine. This is much more 
adhesive, and the bandage when hardened is more firm 
than that made of starch. It has also the advantaffe 
of becoming dry with ^ater rapidity, and can be 
easily removed by soaking with warm water. The 
starch bandage may be employed in other injuries be- 
sides those already referred to. In bad sprains of the 
wrist we have two or three times had recourse to it, and 
found it to a£fbrd great relief in reducing the swelling 
and giving support to the injured parts ; and in these 
cases it is peculiarly applicable, when we remember 
how often an unsightly deformity remains from a frac- 
ture of the lower end of the radius being overlooked, so 
difficult to detect in these accidents. 

It may be used also with advantage as a means of 
affording an equal eompression in cases of varicose veins 
of the lower extremities, after operations for the relief of 
that disease. 

A report has been lately made to the French Academy 
of Medicine, and unanimously accepted, on the advan- 
tages of the starch bandaee. M. Velpeau has produced 
the results of one hundred and fifty cases treated by this 
method, and other surgeons almost an e<^ual number. 
Dr. Warren, Sen., by whom, we believe, it was intro- 
duced into use in this country, now employs it almost 
exclusively in the treatment of fractures. We have 
made use of the starch bandage in a great number of 
cases, and in no single instance have we seen any but 
a favorable result. 

The chief indications for its success are, that the first 
bandage should be removed sufficientiy early to allow of 
any displacement being rectified before entire union has 
taken place, and always taking into consideration the 
state of the limb before applying it, whether swelling 
has occurred, or, if taken place, has sufficientiy subsided 
to admit of its being safely employed. By having regard 
to these circumstances, we have not found it necessary 
in any case, to remove it from the occurrence of pain 
or swelling. 
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Tl&e Medicinal Springs of Virginia.

The medicinal Springs of Virginia are daily attracting more atten- 
tion from invalids in all parts of our country. The number that re- 
sorts to them is annually increasing, and while many reap advantage 
from the use of the waters, a few, from an ignorance, perhaps of their 
powers, return disappointed and without relief. 

It is important that there should be correct information on this sub- 
ject ; that those only should undertake the journey who have a rea- 
sonable prospect of benefit ; for it cannot be denied that at pre- 
sent it is attended with expense, fatigue, and inconveniences of va- 
rious kinds, that are very annoying to feeble and infirm persons. 

There are eight principal springs, and I propose to spoak of four, 
which are among the most celebrated of the number, in the order in 
which I visited them. 

Before doing this, it may perhaps be well to say something of the 
routes which lead to them. There are three principal ones from Bal- 
timore ; one by the way of Winchester, another oy Washington, and 
a third by Richmond. 

If you take the first, you are conveyed to Winchester, a distance of 
110 miles, by railway^ passing through Frederick in Maryland, and 
Harper's Ferrr in Virginia ; the road, in its whole extent, being 
through a fertile and interesting countiy. From Winchester you aro 
conveyed in coaches, and the mail will carry you in two days to the 
Warm Springs ; but if you prefer to take an extra carriage, you will 
not arrive there so soon by half a day at least. From Wmchester to 
Harrisonburg, 70 miles, the road through the rich valley of the Shen- 
andoah, is very rough ; when that is completed, which is now con- 
structing, and this will no doubt be before the close of another year, 
a ranre delightful route can hardly be imagined. The road from 
Harrisonburg to the springs is very good. 

In going by the second route, you are carried to Washington by the 
railway, thence down the Potomac 60 miles to Potomac Creek, thence 
nine miles by coach to Fredericksburg, and thence to Louisa Court 
House by railway, between 80 and 90 miles. Here you take tho 
stage to Charlottsville, 33 miles, and thence to the Warm Springs, 
which may be reached in a day from Charlottsville. The travelling 
on this route is good, excepting the road between Louisa Court House 
and Charlottsville, which is bad in wet weather, but very tolerable at 
other times. 

The way by Richmond is, perhaps, at present the least fatiguing of 
any. A steamboat conveys you to that citv from Baltimore, and you 
are carried on a railway to Louisa Court House, thence you pursue 
the same course as by the Fredericksburg road. 

Going by either of these routes, the Warm Springs are the first that 
are reached. They are situated on tho western side of a mountain of 
great height, called the Warm Spring mountain, which is crossed by a 
road constructed with such skill, that it is passed without fatigue or 
danger, though it winds along the edge of precipices of fearful height'. 
The temperature of the water, at the Warm Springs, is 96 degrees at 
all seasons of the year. It is so perfectly pellucid, that it is difficult 
to realize, when you first look into the spring, that there is any water 
there, the objects at the bottom are seen with so much distinctness. 
Bubbles of air are constantly riding to the surface, and these have been 
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ascertained to be principally nitroeen, wliich I beliere, iiby no meant 
uncommon in snlphureons thermal springs. The water is not disagree- 
able to the taste, or, at least, it was not so to me, except from its tem- 
perature. It contains sulphur, magnesia, lime, and various other sub- 
stances in minute proportions ; but its virtues, I am inclined to think, 
are owing to its temperature rather than to any medicinal agents 
combined with it. The sulphur may in some cases have a good effect, 
for the water is so much impregnated with it as to partake stronglyof 
its odor. The supply of water is very copious. It is received into a 
room 38 feet in diameter, and is allowed to rise to a depth of five teet 
when it is intended for a gentleman to bathe, and four feet for the la- 
dies. After it has been used, the water is arawn off, and the bath 
filled again in a quarter of an hour. The usual practice at the springs 
is to bathe twice, or even three times a day, and remain in the water 
about fifteen minutes each time. It is advised to avoid active exer- 
cise while in bath, and to be rubbed with a coarse cloth immediately 
on comine out. 

It is difficult to conceive of a more delightful bath ; it is almost worth 
a journey to Virginia to enjoy it. It is not only agreeable at the time, 
but its effects are in a high degree pleasant, producing no lassitude, 
but rather imparting vigor to the sjrstem. It is usual to take the first 
bath at 5 o'clock in the morning, and it is then particularly grateful, 
for the temperature of the air at that hour, even in summer, is not 
much above 50 degrees. 

These springs are principally resorted to by patients afflicted with 
rheumatism, gout, and paralytic affections, though all classes of in- 
valids who go to the Vimnia watering places usually pass a few days 
at the Warm Springs, irit be only to enjov the delicious bathing. 

The Warm Springs will, 1 doubt not, be found beneficial ii^ most 
cases of debility in which there is no organic disease, though it is prob- 
able that much of the benefit which such patients derive from a visit 
to them, should be set down to the pure mountain air which they en- 
ioy, their entire change of diet, and total abstinence from stimulatijig 
liquors, for non^ of these are drank at the public tables at the water- 
ing places in Virginia. 

Five miles beyond the Warm Springs are situated the Hot Springs. 
They are six in number, varying from 98 to 106 degrees in tempera- 
ture, which, like that of the Warm Spring, remains the same through-. 
oul the year. The water of the Hot Springs contains various substan- 
ces, as iron, magnesia, soda and lime, carbonic acid |^as, nitrogen, 
which is constantly escaping from it in bubbles, and a minute portion of 
sulphuretted hydrot^en. When taken internally, it is said to act as a 
diuretic, diaphoretic, and a mild aperient. Whatever difference of 
opinion] there may be as to the power which it is able to exert on the 
system when taken into the stomach, there can be no doubt of its sal- 
utary influence when judiciously used as an external remedy. 

The mere fact that the articles which this water contains, are not 
separately of a very powerful kind, is no proof that they may not b» 
capable of acting with great energy on the system, when combined in 
the laboratory of nature. It is well known to every one at all acquaint- 
ed with chemical science, that compounds of a very dissimilar char- 
acter are produced by the combination of the same elements in different 
proportions, producing substances, in some instances, of far greater 
activity than either of the articles of which they are composed ; and 
there is, perhaps, no better illustration of this than that offered by the 
union of oxygen and nitrogen, producing, when combined in one pnv 
portion, atmospheric air, nitrous oxyd in another, and nitric acid in a 
third. Nor are we sure that we are able to detect all tbo ingredients 
which these waters contain. The very tests which reveal some of 
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tiMm to Qf, may haT» the powvr of deftroying othen, and thefo, too, 
may be thoie in which the medicinal properties reside. The remedi- 
ate properties, then, of mineral waters cannot be determined with 
any certaintv by an analysts, however nicely conducted, but mnst be 
ascertained by experience, and this speaks well for those of the wa- 
ters of the Hot Springs. 

They have been found, when taken in combination with the bath, of 
great use,in gout, rheumatism, nenralgio affections, functional diseases 
oftheliver,debility of various kinds, especially uat connected with, 
and consequent on. a derangement of the dicestive organs. Theso 
springs are owned by Dr. Goode, a very intelligent physician, under 
whose direction the baths are conducted. By this means the sweating 
bath, a remedy of great power, is administered in many instaneea 
with the happiest effects, and in all with perfect safety. 

The temperature both of the Warm and the Hot Spring, as I hav» 
already observed, is uniform at all seasons ; and in relation to tbia 
point, when speaking of some of the thermal waters of Europe, Profes- 
sor Daubray remarks, that " we may be authorized on general grounds 
to presume, that the tem^rature of thermal springs, in countries not. 
exposed to present volcanic operations, undergoes no sensible chanss 
during a long period of time." It is well known that an earthquaks 
or an eruption of a volcano has often produced a change in the tes»- 
perature of thermal springs that were even at some distance from th* 
place where these phenomena occurred. 

It is, perhaps not easy to account for the high temperature of ^f 
water of thermal springs. By some it has been attributed to the ageaey 
•f electricity. But this is rather a wild conjecture, than the resaH of 
any facts or observations. Varioos phenomena are regarded on very 
slight grounds as electrical, partly because we are unable to exphin 
them, and partly because we do not know all the laws of electricity, 
while at the same time we have ample evidence that it is an agent Of 
tremendous power. Whatever the fact may be, it is certain that there 
is no proof that it is in any way concerned in the production of the 
high temperature of thermal waters. 

Another theory supposes that the heat of these springs is produced 
by certain chemical processes going on in the interior of the earth, and 
that these processes are attenaed with an absorption of oxygen and a 
consequent extrication of caloric. While another opinion maintains 
that the temperature of thermal springs is owing to the central 
heat of the globe, and that it increases in proportion to the depth flron 
which they proceed. This opiaion was supported by Laplaee, and is, 
perhaps more generally adopted at the present day by scientifio 
men, than any other. It is well known* that the temperature of the 
earth increases as we descend into it about one degree for every hun- 
dred feet : and if the ineiease continues in this proportion, we should 
arrive at boiling water at a depth of less than three miles. 

I am not, however, conversant enough with this subject to offer an 
opinion on the comparative merits m these theories. It is a point 
whiish falls within the province of geology, and the zeal and success 
with which that science is now j>unnied, sMty lead us to expect some 
elucidation of this intricate topic. 

The most celebrated of all the Virginia Springs, and probably the 
most powerfiil, is the White Sulphur, which is 3d miles beyond the 
Hot Springs, and 6 miles west of the Alleghany Mountains. Thoufh 
situated in a valley, it is, like all the springs in that neighborhood, m 
an elevated position, with a delightfhl climate in summer, and sor- 
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rounded with mountalnons scenery of great beanty. Independently of 
the benefit that may be derived from the medicinal waters, a better 
situation for an invalid during the hot season can hardly be imagined. 
It has the advantage of a salubrious and iovi«oratingair, an agieeable 
temperature, cool at morning and evening, the thermometer ranging 
at those periods during the summer, between 50 and 60 degrees, ana 
rarely attaining a greater height than 80 degrees at any part of the 
day, and an elasticity in the atmo^here that prevents the heat from 
being at any time oppressive, and enables the invalid to take active 
exercise in the open air during the day without fatigue. 

This spring was known soon after the settlement of that part of the 
country, which took place about 70 years since. It is said to have been 
a favorite Moose Lick, and that hunters resorted to it in pursuit of 
this animal. In this way its medicinal properties first became ki\own ; 
but in consequence of the thinness of the population and the badness 
of the roads, it has not, till within a few years, been much frequented. 

Though the odor and taste of the water, from its being strongly im- 
pregnated with sulphur, are disagreeable to most persons on first using 
it, I noticed that the dogs, that are kept in great numbers at the 
springs for the purpose of hunting, seemed to be very partial to it. 
I was scarely ever at the spring that I did not see one or more of these 
animals lapping the water with great apparent relish, as it flowed from 
it. 

The water, of which there is an abundant supply, is at a temperat- 
ure of 60 degrees throughout the year. It is very transparent and 
slightly sparkling from Uie gases which it contains ; these are sulphur- 
etted hydrogen, carbonic acid gas, nitrogen and oxygen. Bubbles of 
air, principally nitrogen, are constantly rising to the surface of the 
water and escaping from it, in the same way as in the Warm 
and Hot Springs. Its other contents are lime, magnesia, soda, 
iron, organic matter and precipitated sulphur. This latter ingredient 
seems to be very abundant, and a copious deposit of it may be seen 
at all times at the bottom of the spring, though it is usually cleaned 
out every few days. From the white appearance of this deposit, th9 
spring takes its name. 

The water of the White Sulphur Spring no doubt possesses medi- 
cinal properties of great power. Multitudes who resort to it, annual* 
ly, are benefitted by its use, while a few, perhaps, derivinji^ no advan- 
tage^ are inclined to believe that the water has no remediate powers. 
But It should be recollected that these waters are not calculated to 
relieve all cases, and that in those where they might be useful, they 
may prove mischievous if not judiciously taken. Many persons, ini« 
mediately on arriving at the springs, drink the water immoderately, 
and not a few suffer for their rashness. When taken in this way it le 
said to produce a powerful determination of blood to the head, at- 
tended with pain and dizziness, and sometimes followed by severe cep- 
ebral symptoms. 

Though this water is nauseous to most persons on first drinking it, a 
relish for it is soon acquired, and in a short time, in most instances, 
itbecomes a favorite beverage. I mot with several individuals, in per- 
fect health, who declared to me that they preferred it to any other 
liquor, and drank it merely as a luxury. 

It is said to act on the Kidneys, the bowels, the liver, and the skin. 
As a diuretic, its effects are very soon apparent, but it usually requiref 
some days before it produces a decided action of the bowels. Its op- 
eration on the liver, too, is not manifest for some time, and where 
there is a great torpor of this organ, some auxiliary moans may at first 
be required. Its effect on the skin is very apparent, thouch not im- 
mediato ; afler drinking the water a few weeks the penp**""*" *~~ 
comes strongly impregnated with sulphur. 
Jl* 
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The nae of thu water it no donbt beoefieial ia a Tariety of 
affections, and I am inclined to belicTe that it will be found fignallv 
naefal in thoae functional derangementa of the digestive organa, whicn 
are so comnumy and at the same time so nnmanaceable, especially 
when they are connected with disturbance of the uver, or a torpid 
state of the bowels. The whole tribe of dyspeptics, if their tioabia 
be not the effect of organic disease, may resort, with well-grounded 
expectations of relief, to these healing waters. 

Another numerous class of patients, known under the very common, 
but not very significant name of bilious, is said to find, very often, re- 
lief from them. Many persons of this description come to ue springs 
from the south and south west, whose constitutions have been shat- 
tered bv the diseases incident to the climate, and they almost inva- 
riably derive benefit from a residence there. In such individuals there 
is, hardly without exception, some derangement of the biliary secro' 
tion, consequent very often on intermittents and other fevers of the 
country. 

Chronic rheumatism ia a disease from which relief is, in very many 
instances, obtained by a resort to this spring. In this case great ad- 
Tantage is derived from the external as well aa internal use of the 
waters, and for this purpose an excellent bathinc house haa this year 
been erected, with every convenience for using the bath in every form 
and at any temperature that may be desired. 

^ Cutaneous eruptions of various kinds are flreqnently removed by a 
similar management. 

Many of the distressing symptoms, which are by no means the on- 
osoal attendants of chronic afiections of the urinary organs, are in 
many cases alleviated, and in some entirely lemoved, by a judicioua 
ose of the White Sulphur Water. 

There are other maladies over which, it u said, it exerts a fVivora> 
ble e<Hitrol. But it is unnecessary to enumerate them, partly because 
I cannot speak from personal knowledge, and partly because I suspect 
that in some of them the advocates ofthe springs may have exagger- 
ated the virtues of the water. 

But of this much I feel confident, that those springs will, in a ma- 
jority of cases, be usoAU not only in thoee diseases which I have 
■amed, but also to that nnmerous class of patients who are affected 
with debility connected with functional derangement, or that which ia 
consequent on previous disease, or excess and imprudence in living. 
All persons who resort to the White Sutohur Sprina for the purpose 
<^ health, would do well to consult Or. Moorman, the resident physi- 
eian, who is well qualified to advise as to the mode of nsin£ the waters 
and the cases to which they are adapted. They will find him to be 
aa intelligent and well educated physician. 

The Sweet Sprmgs are 17 noiles from the White Sulphur by the 
road, bat not more than half that distance in a straight line, as the 
road winds gradually over the mountains, and thus avoids the steep and 
precipitous ascents which would be unavoidable if it crossed them in 
the nearest diieetion. The temperature ofthe water is 76 degrees, 
and is tlie same at all seasons. It is very abnndant, and is situated in 
one of the most beautifbl mountain valleys of that region. It con- 
tains a large quantity of cas, particularly the carbonic acid gas, and 
this impcuts to it a sparkling uid agreeable taste. In what way it cb- 
tained the name of sweet, i cannot leam : it certainly does not de- 
serve it, for it is decidedly acidulous. It contains lime, magnesia, 
■oda^ iron, ftc, but in what onantities I do not know. An analysis 
of all these waters has reoently been made by professor Rodgeis. of 
the University of Virginia, and it is understood that the resnlt ofhis 
MVMtigatioiis will sooa b« given to the public. 
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and framed In most instances upon the returns of 20 years.. From 
this, it appears that the health of the troops in this command, (which 
includes also Cape Breton, Prince Edwards Island, and New Bnins- 
wick.) is equal to that of the healthiest part of the army in Great 
Britain, and surpasses that in the other localities mentioned. That, 
secondly, removal to this climate from other stations, has commonly a 
highly beneficial effect on invalids, and thirdly that most of the dis- 
eases which do occur, arise from the facility of obtaining spirituoo* 
liquors. Lastlv, that those ^eat and sudden atmospherical vicissi- 
tudes, for which Nova Scotia is remarkable, (though less than the 
continent farther west J so far from being peculiarly a source of pulmo- 
nary and rheumatic affections, as commonly supposed^ appear, on the 
contrary, less prejudicial in these respects, than a mild and equable 
temperature. At all events, the weight of the figures iaid down, 
favors such an idea. As you may not have this document within 
reach, and indeed it is scarcely yet known, (having been lent to my- 
self as a favor by the principal medical officer.) 1 make no doubt a 
few details drawn from it. regarding diflTerent classes of diseases, will 
be acceptable. Without keeping in view, however, the physical char- 
acter* of the Province, it is impossible you can appreciate them cor- 
rectly. Nova Scotia proper, you are aware, is a peninsula, nearly 300 
miles long, by from 50 to 100 broad, and communicating at the middle 
by a narrow isthmus with New Brunswick. The S. E. aspect, where 
it faces the Atlantic, and for a few miles inland, is rocky and sterile, 
or rather not fertile, except in a few breaks of alluvial deposit, but the 
northward side abounds with tracts delightful to the eye of tne agri- 
culturist. There, the tides of the Bay of Funday produce a remarka- 
blo phenomenon, for, rising and falling to the extent of sixty or seventy 
feet, they alternately convert the mouths of small i Ivors into capa- 
cious bays, or leave a vast shiny surface of dense mud exposed to the 
air. The neighboring level grounds formerly overflowed, are now bv 
means of dykes, for the most part converted into rich meadow land. 
All the ground is marshy, and besides, there are a vast number of 
small rivers and lakes scattered throughout the province, no less than 
aome hundreds of the latter being said to exist within six miles round 
HaUfax. 

In spite of circumstances, which might, a priori, be rappoeed like- 
ly to engender intermittent fever, no well authenticated case has ever 
been known to originate in the Province. The indigenous fevers on 
the military record are of the common continued type, which prevail 
everywhere, except the eruptive class, and of these there occurred only 
one ratal case during the whole period under observation. The re- 
sults of civil practice are somewhat diflTerent, but these wiQ-be re- 
ferred to presently. 

Again, the climate is marked by sudden great vicissitudes, the ther- 
mometer having been known to vary 58 degrees in twenty four houri* 
and the change from winter to summer is so rapid as to leave but lit- 
tle spring. The amount of pulmonary affections is not however great 
— it IS the same as in Malta, and less than that o( Great Britain, the 
Bermudas, or any of the other stations referred to, even with respect 
to pBeumonia and pleurisy. Of diseases of the liver, etomack^ and 
bowelSf the numbers are small, being nearly the same as at home. 
Cerebral affections are twice as frequent and &tal, *' principally ow- 
ing to the general prevalence of delirium tremens.*** Dropsies are 
very unfrequent. FUieumatism is rarer than at the other stations. F»- 
nertal diseases are comparatively unnsuaL

Of puhnonarr patients, 19 had pleurisy, 4 phthisis and 4 bronchitis, 
13 had mental aeranfement. 3 dropsy and 1 liver complaint Tlie re- 
maining 53 consists of small numbers under the head of oontosions, 
abscess, sore.throat, ftc, and besides 14 affected with ftoatbite. To 
vender the results clearer as compared with the other yean, I shall iot 
down the llgiiies in a Ubular forau

On the fidelity of this table in the most essential points, I beUev« 
you may depend, though unimportant errors may have crept In, partly 
owing to the popular nomenclature of the diseases, and to the cir- 
cumstance of two or three having been put sometimes down to tho 
same patient. It serves to corroborate, in some degree, the army re- 
port, making allowance for the difference of subjects, and I find reason 
also to rely on its general application from the statements of some of 
my country friends. 

On the west side of the Province, Dr. Forsyth, an intelligent youiiff

Glasgow physician, ofComwallis, and Dr. Brown, of Horton, eoasL 
ering pulnonary diseases most common In spring and autumn, and ab- 
donunal in the summer, class them in the following order of freouen- 
cy. AilaieMry. Bronchitis, Pneumonia Bronchitis, Phthisis, Asth- 
ma. Ahdominai, Diarrhosa. Dysentery, Fevers. Outro entailtia» 
Peritonites, Hepatitis. Of Hepatitis, Dr. Forsyth has had but ono 
case among 440 of which he has sent me a table. Not to troubia 
you with so very long a letter as this threatens to be, suflUse it to 
mention that the statement of Mr. Anderson, of Pictou, ooneapoods 
to some extent with the preceding, except that be has seen soma aevar* 
eases of remittent fever, but the partloulaii are not related. 
III. With the epidemics many years back. 1 am not acquainted. W* 
know nothing of the dreadfril visiUUoni of Wait Indian oUaattt air 
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the Mediterranean. It is interestinff to find Sir Gilbert Blane in his 
** Elements of Medical Loffick," observe concerning the typhos ic- 
terodes when on board H. M. Ship Hussar, after communication witlft 
an infected French vessel, that ** the change into cool and pure air, in 
proceeding to Halifax, did in a very short time, first deprive it of itv 
malignancy and then of its infectious character, so as entirely to ex- 
tinguish it." In the year 1834 we had the cholera following the death 
of a man who arrived in a vessel from Quebec, troubled with a bowel 
complaint, (as were the rest of the crew,) and was taicen to the poor- 
house. From July 20th to the end of September, it raged in the town, 
causing 600 deaths in a population of 15,000, more or le^s , together 
with 59 among the soldiers. Its visit was limited to Halifax. Shortly 
after there was a severe epidemic of scarlatina j and in 1837, as you 
will perceive by the table, continued fever was very prevalent. Occa- 
sionally there occurred Measles, hooping cough, &c., with difiTerent 
desrees of severity. 

iV. The average of medical education is, I believe, on a very re- 
apectable, if not superior level. In Halifax, there are about a dozen 

Sractitioners possessing diplomas, besides a few of such persons nu 
ohn Bull, and his blood relations insist upon patronizing to show 
their love of fair play. Of all medical schools, Edinburg ranks the 
first in public estimation, and firom it have proceeded five out of the 
Bl)ove number. 

There are several well educated men scattered through the Prov- 
ince, some of whose names I have mentioned. Dr. Harding, of Wind- 
sor, says, " there is a marked improvement in the character and pro- 
fessional acquirements of the medical men in the country districts 
within the last few years," and speaks of 5 doctors in medicine and 
1 surgeon, in a neighboring countv. where a few years back there waa 
but one man possessed of medical honors. 

V. Lastly. There is nothing in the Province resembling such 
societies as the "Boston Society for Medical Improvement" and the 
''Boston Medical Association." At the time of the threatened invar 
Bion of cholera, Boards of Health were established at the different sea- 
ports, by commission from the Governor, under legislative enactment. 
While the cholera existed, in 1834, these bodies used to hold regular 
meetings and correspond, but their duties have not since been called 
into exercise. On referring to an almanac of 1835, 1 find the follow- 
ing list of members of the central board at Halifax. Time has now 
rendered a few alterations necessary, in case of another meeting. 
"The Hon. H. H. Cogswell, President. Drs. Colin Allan and Lewis 
Johnston, Vice Presidents, S. J. U. Archibald, Charles R. Fairbanks, 
James Forman, Drs. J. Moreland, (96th Rcgt.,) Robert Hume, Alex- 
ander Wallace, John Airline, and William Grcgor, M. Tobin and G. 
F. Lawson, Esqrs. James €>. Hume, M. D. Esq. Secretary. In ad- 
dition to the al)ove, the representatives for the town and county of 
Halifax, residing in Halifax town." Health officers were appointed 
at the various seaports. The person who holds that situation in Hal- 
ifax, is William Bruce Almon, M. D. 

There is a poor-house which constantly maintains 3 or 4 hundred 
persons, men women and children. It is reflated by IS commission- 
ers, attending monthly in rotation. Medieal attendant. William 
Bruce Almon, M. D. 

A dispensary originally got up by private subscription, is sut>ported 
by an annual vote of the legislature. Medical Officera, William Grc- 
gor and Thomas Sterling, Esqrs. 

Several of the civil practitioners bold the appointments of Surgeon 
and Assistant Surgeon to militia reciments. 

In the war department there was formerly a naval hospital, bat now 
all the sick from the fleet are taken to the military hospital. TUi it 
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an airy building four stories high, in an elevated situation between 
the town and the citadel, (formerly the residence of the late Duke of 
Kent, when commanding the forces in Nova Scotia,) and contains ex- 
cellent aocommodations for invalids. Within its walls is a very good 
medical library, to which civil practitioners of a year's residence have 
access, on payment of £4 entrance money, and a dollar and a half 
quarterly subscription. The following is a list of the army medical 
officers, with their titles. James Elliot Esq. Principal medical officer. 

Peter Robertson, Andrew Ferguson, and Esqrs. 

Staff Assistant Surgeons. Dr. Foge, Surgeon of Artillery. Each 
Regiment has also its surgeon and assistant surgeon. 

MEDICAL INSTITUTIONS IN LOWER CANADA. 

Quebec Hotel Dieu Hospital, 50 beds, was established in 1636 by the 
Duchess D'A^uillion, and the Cardinal do Richelieu, under the French 
Government, m 1639. The first nuns came from France, (Soeurs do 
Charet6.) It is supported principally by funds from landed property, 
lefl by the founders and others. An occasional small grant has been 
given them by the Provincial Legislature. Two physicians attend 
daily: services gratuitous. Five are attached. Dr. Fargues, Consult- 
ing Pnysician. Drs. Pavant, Morrin, Nault and Sewall. Clinical 
lectures, with observations, are occasionally given to the pupils. No 
fees. Quebec Marine Hospital, erected at public expense, is of the 
Ionic order; its proportions are taken from the temple of the Muses 
on the Ilisus, near Athens. When completed, will cost upwards of 
£20,000, will have a centre and two wings: the centre and one wing on- 
ly is as yet completed. It was opened for the reception of patients in 
1834. Admitted that year, as in patients from Aug. 358: in 1836, 1070 } 
in 1837, 958, up to Aug. in 1838, 383. The year is from May to May. 
The Commissioners are Drs. Morrin and Pavant and H. Gorvan, Esq. 
The visiting physicians and surgeons are Dr. James Douglas and Dr<* 
Painchaud. Salary £100, ($^0) per annum each. A House Sur- 
geon (at this moment vacant,) $500, with board, lodgings, &c., and an 
apothecary, $100^ also board and lodging allowed him: he is generally 
selected from among the most intelligent of the students, and changed 
every year or two. Although called Marine Hospital, it is to be 
a general Hospital when completed. The upper story of the centre 
is planned for 33 beds, as a lying-in Infirmary. All regularly indented 
students are allowed to attend uie Medical and Surgical practice daily ^ 
at $13 the first year and $4 the second. AH adult emigrants arriving 
pay ls3d^ (quarter dollar,) each, towards its support, and all vessels 
arriving from sea pay at the custom house Id per ton. Those only, I 
mean, who remain and load in the port of Quebec ; all emigrants and 
all seamen are admitted without hesitation, and all others not labour- 
ing under contagious disease. The establishment is under the surveil- 
lance, and the funds expended under the direction of the commission- 
ers. 

Quarantine Hospital, Grosse Isle, 30 miles below Quebec, where 
all vessels from sea are obliged to be visited, and all diseases denom- 
inated contagious, are there detained and the vessels cleansed before 
allowed to proceed to Quebec : a great number of sick were landed 
and admitted into the hospital, during the season of 1837. Inspecting 
Physician, Charles Poole, M. D. Pay 30*. per day. G. M. Douglas, M. 
D., Medical Superintendant. Assistant Medical Superintendant gen- 
erally filled by a qualified student, 7^. 6d. per day. The establishment 
opens in the spring and closes in the fall. Salaries commence and 
close in the same manner. Connected with the Quarantine arc two 
Inspecting physicians, at the port of Quebec, viz: Drs. Morrin and Pa- 
vant:one has the general superintendence over the cxpenfeesof the estab- 
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luhment, it! wanti, ftc. tht other Tiiits in company with the Barbonr 
Maiter m venelt arriving in the port of Quebec. Salanr at the rato 
of $1000 per annum while occupied. The Quebec Oaofhaa aphTfli- 
cian paid out of the public fondd. Thomai Fargnes, M. D.PhynciaB. 
Salary $800. 

Iniane establishment eonaiatf of nearly 16 or 90 cells for the safe 
keeping of the inmates — the same in Montreal ; also one on a smaller 
scale in Three Rivers. The propriety of having a Provincial Aaylnm, 
Is now under consideration: also the necessitv of a Medical School in 
Quebec and Montreal. Drs. Painchaud, Morrin, Douglas. Blanch- 
et, Rowley and Jackson, have been solicited to take the Professor- 
smps, and it would have gone ioto operation in 1838, had Lord Durham 
remained. 

Quebec Medical Society, instituted in 1836 : its meetings have been 
for some time suspended, but are soon to be revived. 

Quebec Board of Medical Examiners, appointed by the Governor, 
and authorised bv an ordinance, meet quarterly in a room at the Que- 
bec Hotel Dieu Hospital. AH persons presenting themselves, with 
a Diploma, obtainea after jEvs years of nnintaf upt ed study, obtain a 
license to practice the branches contained in such Diploma, but none 
other. If it be a Diploma of M. D., he is entitled to practice all the 
branches of his profession. Each student before entenng the profte- 
sion, must obtain a certificate from the board that he understands hia 
mother tongue, and latin language. At the expiration of five years 
study he is entitled to be examined, and, if qualified, obtains a license 
for general fvaotiee, under the Governor's signature, upon certificate 
fkom the Board. All persons holdiuff foreign Diplomas, are or are not 
examined, at the option of the exanuners. Surgeons in the army, or 
navy practice without undergoing any examination. All Apotheoa- 
ries. Druggists, fte. must serve three years, and then be examined be- 
fore they can commence business. Canadians are not excluded from 
the army or navy, but all appointments to either are made in LiMidon at 
the army or navy medical ooard. Jos. S. Key M. D., is the Deputy In- 
spector General of Military Hospitals, in Canada. Every recimont 
has one surgeon and one or two assistants. Montresl General Hospit- 
al Physicians are Drs. Stephenson, Robertson, Holmes and one or two 
others. No salary. Montreal Hotel Dieu, similar to Quebeo— physi- 
cians no salaries. Three Rivera has a Hospital on a smaller 
scale than Quebec, kept also by nuns and supported out of their own 
fiinds. Magill Medical School, Motttreal| was in operation for some 
years, but is now snspended, but win be, it is supposed, again soon in 
operation. The Physicians to the Montreal General Hospital are the 
rofiMMon. Toronto, Upper Canada has aHoqiital and a Medical 
Board, similar to Lower (^nada.

Its expenses for the quarter ending April 30thy 18W, were £$£6, l«. 
From a report of the Medical board, there is a return of 153 in-door, 
and S38 out^door patients in the quarter. The exactness of the sya- 
tem of registering the patients is shown in the foUowiiw abstraet of 
the quarter refened to. The physicians and surgeons m attendance 
perform a gratuitous servioe, iaa receive their appointment ftcnn the 
governors, in rotation, throughont the city.
